THE SENATE. 

PASSAGE OF THE BANKERS’ BILL—TEXT OF 
THAT VERY IMPORTANT GRANT OF PRIV- 
ILEGES. ' 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

WasuinoTon, D. C., June 22.—The Senate, to- 
day, by a large majority, passed the bill to ex- 
tend the charters of the National banks. The 
closing debate lasted from 1 till 5 o'clock. Closer 
attention was paid than has been to the argu- 
ments. The discussion was resumed by debate 
upon Mr. Morgan's amendment, which was 
similar to that of Mr. Becx, rejected yesterday, 
and which required, in substance, that all money 
and representations ot money of the United 

States, including gold and silver certificates, 

shall be treated as lega®tenders. Senator Coke 

made a long speech upon this amendment, in 
the course of which he placed himself in radical 
opposition to Nutioual banks, which he cbar- 
acterized us 

DANGEROUS MONOPOLIES. 

Incidentally in bis speech he severely criticised 

the Tarit?! Commissioners, onlyxiwo of whom, be 

said, had ever been heard of befOre by meee. 

It was, of course, to be expected that Mr. Cull, 

the silent man from Florida, should make an- 

other speech upon this bill, and he didso. Mr. 

Morgan sustaiged his own amendment. and was 

very anxious the banks should be required 

to treat all kinds of monev on an equality. Mr. 

Morgan does not entertain the same hostility to 

National banks that some other Senators do. 

Ou the contrary, be said that he considered the 
resent system the most conservative and well- 
alaneed that the world bas ever seen, and 

thougut it unwise to be 

CONSTANTLY ASSAILING THE BANKS, 
especially as they were the mere agents of the 

Government and creatures of Congress. whose 

actions the two Houses could at any time regu- 

late at their own pleasure. Mr. Morgan is much 
more progressive in many respects than some 
of his Southern colleagues, and on no occasion 
bas he given better evidence of this than this 
rather remarkable statement in his speech upon 
the Nationai-banking system. 

MR. ALLISON, 

who has managed the bill with great ability, 

vigorously opposed Morgan’s amendment, and 

said that it not onlg would fail to accomplish 
what ite mover desired—tne placing of silver 
and gold an equality—but that it aflirma- 


ttvety place, stigma upon silver, by im- 
vlicacion at least laring that it was an in- 


ferior money, especially as the amendment 
would requife the bauks to keep a separate ac- 
count of silver deposited, as a result of which 
the Danks might treat silver only as a 
special. and inferior tund, and return 
it in kind to customers who had deposited 
It. Mr. Allison declared that be did not think 
that the charge that silver had been discredited 
by National banks had been proved except as to 
THE NEW YORK CLEARING-HOUSE 
and possibly. one New York City bank. The 
amendment of Morgan, by discrediting silver 
1 ren & he thought, would increase rather 
than diminish existing difficulties. Moreover 
Mr. Allison objected to compelling National 
banks to receiving de tsof any kind of mon- 
ey, as it was very doubtful whether the law 
could require them to receive deposits at all. 
There certainly was no way to compel them to 
receive deposits. At any rate be thought that 
the adoption yesterday of the Pugh amendment 
satisfactorily showed that Congress did not in- 
tend that National banks should discriminate 
against silver. Mr. Aldrich, of Rhode Island. 
who is a practical banker, and whois coming to 
the frontas a debater on financial questions, dis- 
played much practical acquaintaace with the 
subject, and was able torefute several of the as- 
sertions made by Vest, which involved a knowl- 
eage of bauking law and practice, very evident- 
ly to the annoyance of the lutter. 
SHERMAN, 
who forced the silver debate upon this Bank- 
Charter bill by his introductory speech the other 
day, used most of the closing bours in another 
peneral h upon the silver question, in 
which he renewed his vehement denuuciation 
of bimetaliism. He recapitulated his acts wulle 
be was Secretary of the Treasury. and while on 
the one hand denouncing the silver dollar as 
“ 88-cent money. on the other he defended the 
financial policy of the — party against 
Democratic attack. Mr. Sbermaao evidentiy was 
annoyed by : 
THE SCHOLARLY SPEECH OF HILL, OF COL- 
OKADO, 
and he endeavored with little success to reply. 
He insisted that the best solution of the silver 
problem was to increase the silver dollar to the 
ratio of 18 to 1, and to recoin it, which, he said, 
could be done at a loss of only about $10,000,000, 
the greater portion of which couid be paid from 
the silver-protit fund. Mr. Allison, while depre - 
cating the fact that the discussion of a contro- 
verted question had been cousidered necessary 
in connection with the Bank bill, refuted Sher- 
man's positions and announced again his caru- 
est belief in the success of bimetuilism. He took 
oveasion to say, also, as he called it, 
“in the presence of the peovie,” that 
it was dis opinion that the efforts of 
the Administration to secure an international 
monetary standard had not been sufficiently 
vigorous. Mr. Allison denied that the best solu- 
tion of the <difficuity was to make a cart-wheel 
doliar, as Sherman proposed. He favored a 
ratio of 15% to 1. 
Mn. ALLISON DEFENDED THE VETO BY HAYES 
of the Refunding bill, and said that, but for that 
veto, the $450,000,000 which have been refunded 
and extended under the Windom plan would 
still have remained outstanding, drawing higher 
rates of interest. Mr. Vest spoke in a hopeless 
tone of his amendment as a substitute, and at- 
tempted a general reply to Sherman. 

When 5 O clock came debate ceased, in accord- 
ance with, yesterday's ugreement, aud the voting 
was commenced, the amendments being first in 
order. Morgan's amendment, which proposed 
to secure the equality of silver and gold, was re- 
jected by a vote of I7 yeus to 25 nays. 

THE VEST SUBSTITUTE 
for the whole. bill, which proposed toforcibly 
compel all National banks to go out of exist- 
ence, was lost by a vote of 17 yeus aguinst 31 
nays. A number of amendments were with- 
drawn. The bill then, with the amendments 
which bad been adopted from day to 
day during the last week, was reported to the 
Senate. All ot the amentments agfeed to in 
Committee of the Whole were adopted in bulk 
by the Senate, and the bill was passed by a vote 
of 3& yeas aguinst 17 rays.

At the ree years 
from the date of the exténsiog corporate 
existence of each bank, the association so ex- 
tended shali deposit lawful money with the Treas- 
urer of the United States sufficient to redeem 
the remainder of the circulation which was out- 
standing at the date of its extension, as provided 
for in Secs. 5,222, 5,224, and 5,225 of the Revised 
Statutes, and any gain that may arise from a 
failure to present such circulati notes for re- 
demption shaliinure to the benedt᷑ of the United 
States, and from time to time, as such notes are 
redeemed, they shall be replaced by new circu- 
lating notes bearing such devices, to be ap- 
proved by the Secretary of the Treasury, as 
shall make them readily distinguishable from 
the circulating notes beretofore issued; pro- 
vided, however, that each banking association 
which shal! obtain the benefit of this act shail 
reimburse to the Treasury the cost of preparing 
the plate or plates for such new circulating 
notes as shall be issued to it.

Mr. Vest offered a substitute directing the 
issue of Treasury notes in piace of National 
bank notes, and forbidding the creation of any 
new National banks. 

Mr. Morgan offered an amendment, which was 
given priority of consideration over Mr. Vest's 
substitute, as intended to perfect rather than 
supersede the provisions of the bill. Its purpose 
wae stated to be to compel National banks to 
receive as deposit silver certificates, and com- 
pel depositors to receive from the banks these 
certificates in payment of their checks. 

Mr. Allison apprehended that the effect of 
this would be to cause silver and siiver certifi- 
cates to be set aside and kept apart from other 
moneys of the bank, and t the discrimina- 
tion would be prejudicial to silver. He jnci- 
dentally remarked that he had never heard of a 
Single instance outside of New York City in 
which banks to receive silver certifi- 
cates. 

Mr. Aldrich remarked that, except in New 
York City, silver certificates were today flowing 
through the banks and clearing-houses as freely 
as other currency. He denied that the banks, 
as such, were ae to silver and silver 
certificates, and asserted that they favored a 
proper issue. 

Mr. Voorhees replied that the declarations of 
bank officers and Directors through their Na- 
tional organizations had been uniformly in bos- 
tility to what they were pleased to call - per 
cent money.“ 

Mr. Aldrich denied that Mr. Voorhees’ state- 
ment was true of the banks as organizations. 

MR. SHERMAN’S HYPOCRITICAL SPEECH, 

Mr. Sherman, after expressing his regret that 
the silver question had been introduced, re- 
viewed and replied to the arguments in the de- 
bate. He deprecated any attempt by Congress 
to regulate the value of two coins, and referred 
to the experience of the past to show that leg- 
islation with that end in view bad, instead of 
closing, iuvariably widened the gap between 
the metals.

Marsh was sent for; the election cases being dis- 
posed of and his vote paired, he came on two 
weeks to look atter his “fences.” It is said 
that he found a few panels down in places. but 
the reports from his county since his return in- 
dicate that the line is being formed again, and 
if the question of the nomination were ie{t to 
tne choice of Hancock now Col. Marsh would 
be the nominee. 

The addiuon of Rock Island County to the old 
Tenth to form the new Eleventh makes the dis- 
trict pretty safely Republican, and the twenty 
votes of that county in convention become a 
factor to consider in the question of the nomina- 


on. 

Judge Lynde, the member of the District Com- 
mittee from Rock Island, said when he was here 
last week that his county would present the 
name of the Hon. William H. Gest to the con- 
vention, but would vot insist upon naming the 
candidate. The county, ho said, was mainly in- 
terested in two things—the improvement of the 
Government works at Kock Island and Henne- 
pin Canal. county was well pleased with 
the record of Col. Marsh on both these questions, 
and particularly with bis position on the Henne- 
pin Canal, and thought Col. Marsh would be the 
choice of Kock Isiand County in convention 
after a complimentary vote to Mr. Gest. Mercer 
and Warren are thought to be strong Marsh 
counties, while McDonough is said to be some- 
what divided—strongiy for Marsh about Busnu- 
nell, and a little opposed to bim at Macomb.

MARSH WILL BE HIS OWN 
SUCCESSOR. 

He hasa host of strong friends all over the dis- 
trict, and many of them are hard-working Ke- 
publicans. The opposition to Maj. McClaughry 
arises not from personal enmity to bim, for he 
is recognized wherever he is known as a gentie- 
man of rare ability, but it is considered that 
he now holds a good office and a position where 
he has during the past eight years made a good 
record and won a reputagon—almost National 
—asa prison-reformer and the advocate of a 
system of prison discipline which stands second 
to pone, and he should remain where he is. 
On the other band, B. F. Marsn has made a good 
record. He has not been a loud-mouthed man, 
nor has be sought to advertise bimself op all oc- 
cusions by speuking upon every question that 
has come before the House. But the (ongres- 
sional Record shows that he bas been conspicu- 
ous by his presence in the House always, and by 
his vote recorded on all questions, and that be has 
had tewer leaves of absence granted him than 
almost any member of Congress durmg his 
three terms. In one respect at teast the Tenth 
District has been ably represented. 

But he bas been au active member. Some of 
his colleagues have said of him that there is no 
member in the House who is a closer student or 
a harder worker. In the first Congress of which 
he was a member there was introduced a bill 
concerning commerce and navigation which im- 
posed, or rather continued the imposition of a 
tax of $8 per year upon any steamboatman, 
engineer, mate, and pilot engaged in water 
transportation in this country. Col. Marsh 
saw io that measure ua discrimination against 
the water transportation of the West 
and Northwest, as well as a tax upon 
1 certain class of labor, and pro- 

an amendment by which this fee 
or tax for the certificate of examination shoulda 
be collected only for the first certificate granted 
and for every subsequent certiucate issued a fee 
of only $1. Before that time the fees from this 
tax had amounted to $125,000 per annum. His 
amendment was adopted, and he received the 
congratuiations of numerous members of the 
House at the time for his prompiness and fore- 
thought, and afterwards received the unani- 
mous thanks of the National Convention of 
Steamboatmeu assembled at Pittsburg. On the

from 25,000 to 20,000 men, which would have re- 
sulted in cutting down the frontier posts in the 
West and Northwest, Col. Marsh came to the 
front, and with the aid of other Western 
members op the reduction success- 
fully. At «anotner time a bill was before 
the House incre asing the appropriation to build 
the post-oflice and custom-house at Memphis 
5. und providing that Tennessee marble be 
used instead of Illinois sandstone. Col. Marsh 
just at the last moment raised a point of order, 
which the Chair sustained, aud which resulted io 
sav to the Government $85,000, and asserted 
the claims of Lilinois sandstone over Teunessee 
marbie. His amendment to the Silver bill, 
known as the Marsh amennment, is another in- 
stance of bis legislative ability. This provided 
that the difference in the market value of silver 
bullion and the coins, amounting to 15 cents on 
every dollar, should go to the Government in- 
stead of the bullion-hoiders, and in the language 
of Col. John Hay, Col. Marsh saved to the peo- 
ple of the United States more moncy than would 
pay his salary for a thousand years. 
Again de introduced an amendment to 
the bill appropriating money for relief of the 
sufferers in the South from the overtiow of the 
Mississippi, which provided that none of the 
money appropriated should be used in the con- 
structio® of private levges. This amendment in 
effect saved immense sums of money to the 
Government. . 

Throughout his six years in Congress Col. 
Marsh has been an able and earnest advocate of 
the improvement of the Mississippi River. and 
has insisted upon the appropriations being 
made with a view to the improvement of that 
immense waterway, not from St. Louis down, 
but from the bead of navigation to the gulf. 
During his present term be has filied the impor- 
tant place of Chairman of the Committee on 
Pensions, and has ably supported the advocates 
of the Hennepin Canal. Among the vieces of 
legisiation of a more local naturé is the bill pro- 
viding for the construction of a railroad and 
wagon bridge across the Mississippi at Keiths- 
burg, the passage of which was secured by him. 
His record in the House is a good one, and his 
influence there is vastiy greater than would be 
that of any new man whom the district could 
seud in bis piace. 

Col. Marsh in the tbree last campaigns has 
demonstrated his fitness as a candidate whom 
the people will support.

“Gath „ on the Pennsylvania Trouble. 
Special to Cincinnati Enquiré. 

New Tonk. June 21.—I1 spent a few hours in 
Philadeipbia on Monday, and found the Inde- 
pendent political movement actually on the top 
of everything—more important, it seemed to 
me, than either the Republican or the Demo- 
cratic parties. As I passed along Chestnut 
street, William Bunn, a strong follower of Cam- 
eron and owner of aSunday newspaper, and 
James Heveron, a lawyer, with others, spoke to 
me a moment. I knew Heveron to have been a 
Democrat, but he said he was an Independent 
this year. Bunn said he was a Republican, and 
that the Independents were composed of the 
Democrats, the Benedict Arnolds, and the Miss 
Nancies. I was interested to hear him say that 
it was composed of the Democrats, for I have 
suspected that the movement begun by Wolfe a 
year ago would flow over both party lines, and 
perhaps absorb that immense element iv the 
rising generation, which thinks the Republican 
party hus been Bourbonized and the Democratic 
party bas gone out of date. A lawyer in Phil- 
adelpbia remarked to me: 

ne Independent movement is something re- 
markable in this city. It really represents the 
public s and education in a vast revolt

For instance, laws ba ve 
been passed by the intiuence of this city ring 
compelling persons overtaxed and dereiict in 
taxes to out of theirrents. You havea 
tenant, for instance, in a house on which the 
taxes have not been The off come in 
and take the rent for taxes; and i tenant 
pays you, the owner, the rent is garnisheed 
against the tenant. Now, you see these back 
taxes have accumulated throu the extrava- 
nce and dishonesty of Ahe 15 government. 
ilade!phia real estate has hardly moved up at 
all. Here is a case of a man who paid $4,500 
twenty-three years ago fora house. Last month 
the same house brought $3,500, though it is only 
four squares from Chestnut street. Why? Be- 
cause before this ring was formed the taxes 
of Philadelphia were light, the property 
assessed very iow, and it was one of the 
cheapest cities the country to live in 
By 17 parks, putting up an extravagant 
city building, robbing everywhere, the assess- 
menots.have come to be nearly equal to the value 
of the property, and the income of no property 
in Pbiladeiphia has increased in proportion to 
the taxes. any sales are tuking place where 
old mortgages, recorded tifteen years ago, were 
barely covered by the price of the property. 
Then the gas trust is another scandal here. 
The city railroads have been given to lobbyists 
and members of the Legisiature, and there ure 
men who used to be policemen around the 
Streets now worth their $50,000 and $70,000 in 
street-car stock, they getting into the scheme 
by the sale of their vote. We can trace all these 
rings ag to the managing nand about Harris- 
burg. It is true that there are vity rings in 
Pennsylvania, but each of them is in some 
manner dependent ou the central ring. The 
present movement aims at the complete over- 
throw of the scamps who have administered 
Philadelphia. Pitsburg, Lancaster, and all the 
larger towns. We want to put a manin the 
Governor's office who will never pardon any 
persou convicted of a political crime, and who 
will change all the forms of this monetary aris- 
tocracy, where mere lice dress their families 
in silks, and parade at the watering-piaces in 
the country as representatives of Philadelphia 
public character.” 

I said to this gentlemah: “Do vou observe 
that in some other States the elections have 
been going Republican? 

“Yes; and the Admiuistration is thin enough 
to suppose it arises from satisfaction with thew. 
On the contrary, it is the reawakening of the 
party, in view of the seif-respect it is showing 
by reforming itself. Pennsylvania has had ua 
very bad name among Republican States for her 
processes, ruling spirits, and want of honor. 
Now the people in the outer States see that 
Pennsyivania has taken up reform and is in 
earnest about it. You see, the election for 
Governor this fall does not determine the Na- 
tional political complexion of our State. It has 
to choose a Senate which shall vote on the next 
Senatorship, and u Governor who sball not use 
his patronage to reé@lect that Senator. Now, 
suppose the Democrats run iv with a man like 
Pattison, of Philadeiphia, why, all the objects of 
reform will be attained under him. He will veto 
every scoundreily act. Ou the other hand, the 
State Senate will disappoint the expectauons of 
Mr. Cameron. The moment that influence is 
eliminated from the Republican party the little 
bosses will all squat; and it will become the 
fashion when they pass civil-service resolutions 
next time not to sneer at them audibiy in con- 
vention.“ 

“ Who is John Stewart?“ I asked. 

He is as good a type as you can find of the 
Pennsylvania country lawyer and politician. 
He has always been faithful to bis party, About 
tive years ago he, like many other Pennsyliva- 
nians, thought favorably of Blaine becoming 
President—Bilaine having been a Peunsylvania- 
raised boy, of a family once eminent in the 
Cumberiand — 8 Blalne's father was Quar- 
termaster-General in the Revolutionary War. 
Mr. Stewart was elected a delegate to the Har- 
risburg Convention to choose men to go to Chi- 
cago in 1880. The Blaine men had been pretty 
strong in 1876, but Don Cameron, working out 
the revenges of Mr. Conk! against Blaine, in- 
duced them to nominate Gov. Hartranft for 
President to keep them away from Mr. Bae. 
Hartranft had no chance, and it was a mere 
dodge. Blaine would have been numinated that 
time if Pennsylvania bad not been held in check 
by the use of Hartranft’s name. When Mr. 
Stewart went to the convention of 1580 he 
was astonished, when his county was valied, 
to hear a totally different list of names read 
off by the Secretary. He had no knowledge of 
any contest, and that ring had deliberutely falsi- 
fied the list of delegates to that convention in 
order to pack a delegauon for Grant. No man 
who knows the personal feelings which govern 
coOuntry-born men can wonder that Stewart 
brooded over that insult. The loca! boss of Phii- 
adeiphia, whose name was McManes, felt what 
was coming, and he drew out of the instructions 
and was against Grant at Chicago. Soon after- 
ward an investigation was started into matters 
of our City Government, and McManes got into 
a tight box, and went over to Cameron again to 
save him. Butit wastoo late. The taxpayers 
ot Philadeiphia were aroused by these expos- 
ures; and while the old political leaders of the 
interior were exasperated by Cameron, while 
these two elements were hesitating, a member 
ot the Legislature named Wolfe, having deen 
spit upon in like manner, came out 
independently for State Treasurer, and he re- 
ceived 50.000 votes, while every boss in the State 
had been"betting that he would not get 10.000. 
Many of them lest even money t be would 
not get 5,000 votes. He showed them how to do 
it. and when the next State Convention was 
called notice was formally served that the wan 
— and cut out for Governor would not do. 
Nevertheless they nominated him, and imme- 
diately an Independent Convention assembled. 
and the issue was before the State; and there is 
hardly a res ble newspaper in Pepnsyivania 
which is with what they call the regular party. 
Ine Datly News is the only respectable Philade!l- 
phia paper in that interest. It is a Pittsburg 
organ, whose editor is in Congress, and be bas 
always shown himself to be a ready tool of ar- 
bitrary power.” 

“Who is this man Bayne,” I asked, “ who did 
not scruple to get after President Arthur in 
Congress?” 

* ＋ 7 Bayne is from * City, 46 
years old, a 72 soldier of the , tne Colonel 
of theOne Hundred and Thirty-sixth Regiment, 
and he did not enterthe bar until the closing 
year of the War, baving given the time men 
usually spend on reading law tothe service of 
the country. Five years after his admission he 
was elected District Attorney, and held the of- 
fice four years; and it is a singular fact that bis 
defeat for Congress th@ first time he rau was ac- 
complished by an Independent running abreast 
of him. He was then elected three times to 
Congress successively, and has a majority of 
over 7.00 He represents one of the great Re- 
publicah districts of the North, and his defection 
and challenge of the Administration means 
something. it means that Pittsburg, another 
greut city of the tariff interest, takes the same 
view that Philadelphia does of the immoral drift 
of our politics.” 

“ Is Gen. Arthur popular in Pennsylvania or 
Philadelphia? — 

„No. He owes to himself the almost complett 
deoline of faith in him. I think our people look 
on him as a tool of Conkling and Cameron. They 
are beginning to believe that he has no moral 
regeneration in him. He has only been in office 
seven or eight months, and here he is doing the 
best he can to corrupt the United States by put- 
ting disgraced meninto place. At the same 
time he is a little cowardly about it. It looks to 
our folks asif he wanted to do a great deal 
worse, but was not quite bold enough.“ 5 

“ What is the view held in this State of Mr. 
Blaine?’ 

“There are two elements in this State op- 
posed to this Administration and to Cameron. 
One is the Blaine elemeut, and the other is the 
Garfield and reform elemeut. Blame was weil 
thought of here by the general run of people; 
but 1 doubt if any large element in Pennsyl- 
vunla now expects him to de President, 
or is working to that ead. He does 
not fill the conditions demanded by 
this new movement. Here, for instance, is 
Chandler in the Cabinet—a man very obnuxious 
to Pennsylvanians in general, and rewarded as a 
sort of attachment of the late Secretary Robe- 
son and of John Roach. It is known that 
Chandler was one of the intimate supporters of 
Blaine; cousequently both Arthur and Blaine 
get the discredit of his promotion to the Cabi- 
net. Besides, Blaine has been lighting civil- 
service reform for years through his wife's 
cousin, Miss Dodge, otherwise Gail Hamilton. 
That woman has effectually killed Blaine off as 
a Presidential quantity; and the same elewents 
which gathe about Blaine for years are now 
looking in other directions for a candidate. 
There is an idea that Blaine bas not too much 
moral principle, though all consider him a smart 
man. evertheless, be would be listened to 
with great attention in this State if he came 
here to support the Independent ticket.“ 

„What is the view taken in Pennsylvania of 
Wayne MacVeagh?” ’ 

* He is not a popular man, but there is consid- 
erable respect for him as a son-in-law of Simon 
Cameron who ventures to disagree with his 
father-in-law. He ison the right track at the 
present time, keeping out of active codperation 
with the Independent movement, while under- 
stood to be in favor of it.” 

„ What proportion of the Republican vote 
will the Independents cast next time?’ 

“ They will cast from one quarter of the whole 
vote to three-quarters. It is so strong that none 
of the daily papers dependent on a popular tol- 
lowing bave uudertaken to cross its path. It 
bas so frightened the local bosses that they are 
trying tocome in at tailof the movemeut 
somebow, 80 as not to left out.

FIRE RECORD, 


A Loss of $60,000 Entailed on the Chica- 
o, Milwankee & St. Paul Raltlroad 

Company by a Blaze at Milwaukee. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

MILwAuKeg, Wis., June -The Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway Comp suffered 
a joss of $60,000 by fire this morning. o repair 
shop in the Menomonee Valley was the scene of 
the conuflagartion. Seven passenger coaches, one 
express car, and fifteen freight cars were totally 
destroyed with the exception of the 
wheels. The building, which is said to 
be fireproof, was damaged by the 
heat to the extent of $25,- 
000. The loss on rolling-stock was $28,000, 
and the damage to stock, tools, etc., was about 

7,000. The carpenters employed lost fifty kits 
of tools, but the company will make good this 
misfortune. The whole property of the road is 
covered by a sort of blanket insurance policy, 
issued by a syndicate of American and English 
capitalists, but each article is given a separate 
vailuation—not over two-thirds the original 
cost. ‘The total policy carried by the St. Paul 
Company is $6,000,000, and on this the premium 
last year was but $08,000, or one-half of 
1 per cent. At the Ist of January the 
premium was raised to $60,000, against which the 
management rebelled, and for three weeks the 
road was entirely without insurance. The ori- 
gin of the tire cannot be ascertained. The flames 
bad made such a start when discovered by the 
watchman that nothing could be saved. ere 
bad been no work done in the shop after 6 
o'clock the previous evening, and there was no 
stove or furnace in use. There is consequently 
a general belief that the fire was the work of an 
incendiary. 


Another Petroleum Fire at Bradford, 
Pa., Last Night. 
. Special Duvatea o The Chicago Tribune 

BRADFORD, Pa., June 22.—The large three- 
story frume building of the United Pipe Line, 
containing the principal offices of the lines in 
the Bradford field, was burned tonight. The 
fire had its origin from crossed wires in the bat - 
tery-room on the first floor. The flames dashed 
up the wires, and in a few seconds the entire 
roof was a sheet of flames. For a time it 
seemed as if the whole business part of the 
town must go, but the firemen, aided by 
heavy streams from the United Pump Station 
and Water-Works, contined the flames to the 
tructure. The valuable books, records, etc., 

re all saved. The loss is estimated at $25,000, 
on which there is no insurance. Several personas 
were seriously injured by the failmg walls. The 
Western othee placed its instruments at the dis- 
posal of the United lines.

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THE REVENUE-REDUCTION BILL. 

Itis one thing to reduce taxes and quite 
another thing to reduce revenue. The two 
may sometimes go together, but it does not 
follow that they must do so. The bill now 
under discussion in the National House of 
Representatives is certainly calculated to re- 
duce the revenue—a loss of over $23,000,000 
a year is conceded by those who urge it. 
But taxation, in the burdensome sense of 
the word, will not be reduced to anything 
like the same extent. In other words, there 
will be no commensurate relief to the con- 
sumers and the masses. For instandge, the 
repeal of the law requiring a two-cent stamp 
on every bank check will be a release on the 
entire class who use the banks of an annoy- 
ance if not a burden: but the repeal of the 
law taxing banking capital will have 
no appreciable influence on the rate of 
diseount nor secure any other advantage 
to the patrons of the bank. A still more 
striking instance may be found in the 
pruposition to reduce the license fee charged 
to the dealers in whisky and tobacco. The 
reduction will decrease revenue only to in- 
crease the profits of the whisky and tobacco 


just as much for every drink of whisky or 
beer, every cigar, cigaret, and package of to- 
bacco as they paid before. A very large part 
of the loss of revenue to the Government will 
accrue to the beuelit of certain classes, and 


upon those who have been paying the tax in 
the purchase and by the consumption of the 
material taxed. 

In urging the reduction of Internal reve- 
‘nue receipts Mr. Kelley is proceeding wrong 
end first so far as the interest of the masses 
may be involved. It may be conceded that 
taxation ought to be reduced; an estimated 
Government revenue of $400,000,000 for next 
year, which is justified by the actual 
receipt of $360,000,000 last year, war- 
rants a very considerable abatement in 


reduction ought to begin with the neces- 
saries of life: the cost thereof is affected 
mainly by the customs duties, and Congress 
has deferred that entire subject by providing 
for the Tariff Commission. But the pre- 
cedence given to the proposed reduction of 
internal taxes is not the only mistake which 
has been made. Any reduction in this kind 
of revenue, whether made before or after re- 
ducing taxes on iron; steel, coal, woolens, 
and the other items in the tariff system, 
should take into account the interests of the 
Government in preference to special inter- 
ests. It may be admitted that the special 
bank taxes, iaatch tax, and perfumery taxes 
should be remitted altogether, becau: 
are in the nature of discriminations and do 
not yield sufficient revenue to warrant even 
the appearance of injustice. But that 
portion of the bill which applies 
to special license taxes is singularly 
short-sighted, because its effect is 
to surrender a certain amount of revenue 
without any corresponding reduction in 
expenses of the Government or the burdens 
of the people. For instance: The pending 
bill proposes to reduce the license tax on one 
class of rectifiers ffom $200 to $120, and on 
another class from 8100 to 860; on wholesale 
liquor-dealers from $100 to $60, and on retail 
liquor-dealers from $25 to $12; on dealers in 
leaf tobacco from $25 to $12, and so on 
through the entire line of dealers in liquors 
and tobacco. It is estimated that the loss of 
revenue from these items will be something 
less than $4,000,000 per annum, but the cost 
of collecting them will remain the same.. It 
will cost the Government just as much to 
collect a 800 license tax from a brewer as it 
now costs to collect $100, and the same is 
true of every item of reduction in the pro- 
posed scheme. The result is not merely a loss 
of revenue to the Government without any 
saving pf tax to the consumer, but also 
an actual increase in tie proportionate cost 
of collection. That is certainly false econo- 
my. Any reduction of the kind proposed 
should eliminate these license taxes alto- 
gether from the statute books, and thus ena- 
ble the Government to dispense with the 
services of the and costly machine- 
ry — — to the thereof. If the

then the loss would only be $8,000,000 or less 
by cutting them off altogether, while the 
Government might save nearly $4,000,000 in 
the cost of collecting the same. In other 
words, the loss to the Government would be 
little if any more by abolishing the special 
license taxes than it would by simply redu- 
cing them one-half, and the advantages in the 
simplification of the tax system would be 
enormous. If the Government revenues are 
in a condition to afford such a loss, well and 
good: if net, then the simplification might 
be made just the same, and the loss in li- 
censes added to the manufacturers’ tax on 
whisky, beer, and tobaecos. 

lt is evident that the tax bill now before 
the House does not bring up the subject of 
reduction in the proper shape. Itis a mere 
makeshift, designed to placate the liquor and 
tobacco interests, and to postpone the reduc- 
tion in tariff taxes. With a revenue of 
$400,000,000 a year and a surplus of $100,- 
000,000, after voting away $100,000,000 per 
annum in pensions and $20,000,000 for river 
and harbor improvements, the Government 
can well afford to abate more than $25,000,000 
in taxes; and it is perfectly clear that such 
abatement should be so distributed as to 
favor the consumers who pay the taxes and 
reduce the cost of collecting the same. The 
pending bill does neither of these things, and 
hence its failure would not be deplored, even 
though it includes certain items of taxation 
which should have been stricken out long 
ago. 
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TTE GUITEAU PETITION. 

The intelligence will not be received with 
much patience by the American people that 
an organized effort is being made at the East 
by a combination of sentimentalists and 
doctors to cheat Justice of her dues in the 
case of Guiteau. The movement commenced, 
of course, in Boston, where sentimentalism 
always runs wild in the case of crime, es- 
pecially if the crime be particularly horrible 
or presents any abnormal characteristics. 
The movement has taken the form of obtain- 
ing letters from physicians praying the 
President to reprieve Guiteau until October, 
and meanwhile to appointa board of medical 
Commissioners to examine into his mental 
condition, and Dr. George M. Beard, of New 
York, has left for Washington with these 
letters for the purpose indicated above. 
Nearly all the signers to the petition are 
from Boston and New York, and the only 
prominent one from the West is a doctor 
who believes that every person who commits 
a crime is insane, and, of course, includes 
Guiteau in the list. 

As against the letters of these doctors, 
many of whom have never seen Guiteau, 
stands the fact that after examination by 
experts who have seen him and been with 
him and studied him and watched him; 
after a trial in whieh the widest latitude 
ever given a prisoner in this country was 
accorded; after the fullest opportunity was 
granted him if*he were insane of display- 
ing his insanity to the jury, that jury found 
him responsible for murder and brought 
him in guilty. Since that time his case has 
been reviewed by the higher courts, and they 
have confirmed the rulings of the court 
below. The forms of law and the possibil- 
ities of medical testimony were exhausted 
to show that he did not know the difference 
between right and wrong, and hence was 
not responsible for his crime. but it all 
failed, and now as a last resort an attempt 
is made to secure an appointment of another 
board of experts to decide upon his insanity. 

Assaming that the President shall go so far 
as to reprieve the miserable wretch and ap- 
point such a board, what confidence can the 
people have in its decision should it reverse 
that of the former experts? It is very un- 
fortunate that in the medical profession there 
is no sympathy of opinion, and very little re- 
spect among its members for each other’s 
knowledge. It is quite possible upon the 
shortest natice to summon a board of twelve 
doctors who will unhesitatingly affirm that 
some statement made by a previous board of 
twelve doctors of equal respectability and 
knowledge is incorrect. It makes no differ- 
ence what the subject may be. They will 
reverse the decision of the others just 
because they have made it. There 
seems to be in medicine, just as 
there is in theology, a determination to be 
upon the opposit side, out of pure pugnaci- 
ty. What weight, therefore, will the decis- 
ion of the new board that Guiteau is insane 
carry, since the moment it is declared an- 
other board equal in number and in abllity 
could be assembled which would declare 
him insane? 

It may be, and indeed has been, urged that 
the President cannot decline to interfere in 


will not operate as a reduction of taxation Ntnis ease because he interfered to secure a 


reprieve for the English murderer recently 
hanged in London. This does not by any 
means follow, because the President had 
no right to interfere in the English case. 
Ile was urged to do so by the same class of 
people who are now urging him to interfere 
in Guiteau’s case, and the English people 
did right in paying no attention to the inter- 
ference, while the murderer himself suili- 
ciently rebuked this Government for its 
conduct by confessing his guilt on the eve of 
his execution, acknowledging the fairness 
of his trial and the justice of his sentence. 

The exact condition of Guiteau is well set 
forth by ex-Surgeon-General Hammond in 
the very letter which will be presented with 
the others to the President and which was 
written by him upon application of the sen- 
timentalists who are now working to save 
Guiteau from the gallows. Dr. Hammond 
says in his letter: 1 do hot know that my 
opinion, even if it have any weight, would 
be of any service to the unfortunate man. 
For though entirely sure that he is insane, 
Lam at the same time equally certain“ that 
he is one of those reasoning maniacs who 
know the difference between right and 
wrong, who possess sufficient power of self- 
control if they choose to exercise it, and 
who are therefore, in my opinion, respon- 
sible for any violation of law they may 
commit.” This covers the whole case, 
and is all that any ene has claimed. 
It is the exact point made by the 
court, and decided by the jury—namely: 
that Ghiteau knew the difference between 
right and wrong; that he had sufficient 
power of self-control if he had chosen to use 
it: and that he was therefore responsible for 
killing Garfield. It is a little remarkable 
that the Surgeon-Genefal should have writ- 
ten such a letter to be presented to the Presi- 
dent, especially as his letter ought to carry 
more weight with it than any other in the 
list. It presents the exact reason why the 
President should not interfere, and it voices 
the sentiments of the American people, 
which the President will do well to heed. 
Meanwhile how this tampering with the 
Guiteau case is regarded in England may be 
judged by the following extract from the 
Pall Mall Gazette: 


President Garfield has now been dead eight 
months, and American justice iss still paltermg 
with the execution of his murderer. ‘he mo- 
tion for a new triai has been refused, but there 
still remains the habeas corpus from the Supreme 
Court of the United States, for whieh his coun- 
sel contemplates ask. though the belief is 
that it will be without avail.” It is thus that the 
excess of scrupuliousness may becume the re- 
finement of crueky. The American courts, 
slowly performing the varied preiiminaries to 
the inevitable executtes of Guiteau, are for ail 
the world like a cat pia) ing witha mouse. Woen 
our own much- abuse and certaiviy imperfect 
system of criminal procedure comes to be over- 
p hauled, it is to be hoped that in fying from the 
Seylia of no appeal tempered b 
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mercy. 

It would be still more interesting to know 
the views of the Gazette upon this new phase 
of the Gulteau case. 


THE NEW BANK ACT. 

The bill providing for the renewal of 
National-tank charters has Wen materially 
improved by two amendments in the 
Senate—viz.: that prohibiting the Nationai 
banks from joining any clearmg-house asso- 
ciation which discriminates against silver 
certificates, and that which prescribes severe 
penalties for the overcertification of checks. 
It can scarcely be doubted that the House 
will concur in both these amendments. : 

The victory -secured by the silver men in 
the Senate was substantial, but at the same 
time fair and reasonable. It is a palpable 
solecism that banks doing business under 
the authority of the National Government, 
enjdying special privileges under its protec- 
tion, and acting asits financial agents, should 
undertake to determine what part of the 
legal-tender money of the country they 
will receive and what part they will reject as 
deposits. is is in effect what the National 
banks of N a have been doing, for 
they controMthe clearing-house of that city, 
and have declined to accept silver and silver 
certificates. The rule laid down by the Sen- 
ate is entirely within the bounds of Govern- 
ment authority. It does not undertake to 
impose upon private bankers the obligation 
of receiving any kind of money on deposit, 
but declares that National banks shall not be 
a party, by agsociation among themselves or 
with other banks, to any combination against 
Government legalyender. Of course silver 
certificates are not legal tender in them- 
selves, but they represent the deposit of legal 
ender just as the gold certificates do, and 

he National banks, array themselves openly 
against the Government policy of the double 
standard when they recognize the latter in 
their transactions and refuse the former, 
The double money standard has been nota- 
bly strengthened by this new regulation, 
which denies to Natiorfal banks the privilege 
of antagonizing the monetary policy ef the 
Government and the people. 

The practice of certifying checks for a 
larger amount than is on actual deposit is 
notonly common among banks butitisa 
pernicious misuse of their authority. Overcer- 
tification is responsible for much of the wild 
speculation that prevails at favorable seasons, 
and it has betrayed many a banking tnstitu- 
tion into complications which have led ulti- 
mately to failure and the swindling of de- 
positors. Heavy fine and imprisonment 
provided for every officer and clerk ina Na- 
tional bank who violates the prohibition is 
likely to put a stop to the practice. At all 
events, not more than one or two convictions 
will be necessary to protect depositors 
against such a misuse of the moneys they 
intrust to banks for safe-keeping. 

It now seems probable that the new bank- 
ing bill will become a law before the end of 
the present session, and thus assure under 
wise restrictions the permanency of the 
safest banking system ever devised in this 
country.

THE CANADIAN ELECTION. 

The good people of the Dominion of Can- 
ada have been holding during this week their 
Parliamentary elections. It is the only elec- 
tion of anything of a national character that 
is held in the Dominion. The plan of elec- 
tion is substantially the same as that which 
prevails in Great Britain. The candidates 
are announced, and when on the day of 
election no more than one candidate offers 
for each seat the Sheriff merely calls fora 
show of hands, and declares that candidate 
elected. It is only where there are com- 
peting candidates that a poll is opened and a 
day fixed for holding a formal election. At 
the election just had about one-third or one- 
fourth of the members were elected without 
the formality of a vote, and in the other dis- 
tricts there was more or less of a sharp con- 
test. Four years ago Sir John A. Macdonald 
was chosen to the Dominion Ministry, his 
party having been elected on the national 
policy,” which, insimple language, meant the 
adoption of a protective tariff intended also 
to retaliate upon the United States, which 
had refused to adopt a treaty for reciprocal 
trade. The United States manufacturers had 
for many years adopted the policy of making 
the British Provinces a slaughter-house 
where they shipped their manufactures for 
which there was no saleathome. The panic 
of 1873 had filled the warehouses of this 
country with unsalabie goods for which 
there was no market in this country at any 
price, and which were sent over to Canada to 
be sold—slaughtered at any price that could 
be got for them. Canada in this way was 
kept stocked with the old-fashioned, out-of- 
date, unsalable productions of American 
manufactories. The trade was all on one 
side, These American goods were sold to 
the Canadians for much less than like goods 
could be imported from England even under 
a nominal tariff. 

In the meantime all the efforts of the Ca- 
nadians to induce the United States to adopt 
or even discuss a treaty of reciprocity were 
unavailing. Indignant at the political inaif- 
ference shown to the Dominion Governne>nt, 
indignant mat the Canadas were made the 
dumping-ground fer the cast-off surpluses of 
American factories, and actuated possibly by 
the idea that the Americans might be brought 
te reason on the question of reciprocity, the 
Government of the Dominion proposed to 


on American goods keep out the hated Yan- 
kees from the Canadian markets. The pop- 


‘ular feeling among the Canadians promptly 


responded. More faith was placed in the ef- 
fect of retaliatory duties than the results 
have justified; nevertheless, the feeling that 
the Dominion was “striking back“ seemed 
to gratify the popular heart. and the new 
high tariff, prohibitory, retaliatory policy 
swept the Dominion elections as by acyelone. 
Sir John A. Macdonald and his new party 
with his national policy secured the new 
Parliament by no less than 80 majority. 

The new policy was promptly enacted. 
Retaliatory duties on American goods Were 
framed. The wildest enthusiasm was cre- 
ated by the expectations of an immense in- 
crease of manufacturing industry through- 
out Canada. It took some time to get the 
new policy under way. Manufacturers could 
not begin inaday. The promised glory of 
an independent industry was slow in rising 
above the horizon, and the sun seemed in- 
disposed to progress towards the zenith. In 
fact, though the infant was a lusty youth, 
with vigorous lungs capabie of making his 
wants known, still ne was an infant re- 
quiring time to develop his growth. 

In the years that have passed the Canadian 
people have patiently waited the slow growth 
of Canadian manufactures. The United 
States has not mourned or pined over the 
loss of the Canadian market. Indeed the 
whole Dominion has about the population 
and has less ability for the consumption of 
American goods than any one of twenty or 
twenty-live of the States of the Union. The 
fact that the tariff of Canada had been in- 
creased or was how retaliatory has perhaps 
never become known, or at least is not re- 
membered by any considerable portion of the 
American people. Certainly the cause of rec- 
ipvocity has not been promoted by the na- 
tional policy of the Dominion. There are 
other reasons, hot necessary to mention, 
which exciude all talk on this side of the 
lakes of reciprotity. 


ed | Still, in the buoyant hopes of Canada be- 


to answer ali the demands, both of justice and 


adopt a new tariff, and by retaliatory duties 
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coming a sort of manufacturing bee-hive 
which, from its seat at the northeast end of 
North America, would send forth its fabrics 
to all quarters of the earth, the Dominion 
people have adhered to their national policy. 
Canada is near the centre of civilization. Un- 
der the national policy there is nothing to 
prevent all the nations of the earth sending 
all their raw materials to Canada and having 
them there made up inte such fabrics as the 
less skillful people in other regions might 
wish. What use was there in having 
workshops scattered all around the globe, 
when the raw materials might be sent to 
Canada, and there, under the enlightened 
government and national policy of Sir John 
A. Macdonald, be fashioned in a style with 
an expedition and a magnificence to which 
civilization thus far is a stranger ? 

So in 1882 there was held the election of 
another D@mninion Parliament. The ques- 
tion submitted to the people was whether 
the national policy was to be adhered to ar 
abandoned. The people have voted. The 
existing Government and its policy have 
been sustained. The continued infaney of 
the national policy and the necessity of giv- 
ing it additional nurture and extended time 
in which to develop are conceded. It is true 
the majority for the policy has been reduced 
from 80 to 50, but that is ample, and 80 long 
as the Government continues to pile up the 
national debt in the vain effort to repeat the 
table of the frog and the ox the expenditure 
of money will sustain the party in office to 
which is now given a new lease of power. 

Tue new Eighteenth Congressional Dis- 
trict consists of Bond, Madison, St. Clair, Wash- 
ington, and Monroe, and is Republican on the 
Garfield vote by 583. It was made with the 
avowed purpose of giving the Repubiicans in 
the counties named an opportunity to send 
somebody to Washington who would represent 
them and tepublican principles, and, incident- 
ally, to retire to private life “ Hill!“ Morrison, of 
Monroe, who, as the old district was arranged, 
had a sure thing of it for the rest of his natural 
life. The margin is not very large—* not so 
deep as a well, nor so wide asa church door — 
but the Republicans of the district believe it is 
enough to rely on, and that the very fact that it 
gives them a fighting chance will call out every 
Republican voter and make the success of the 
Republican candidate assured. Who that can- 
didate will be is as yet an unsolved problem. 
The Democrats will nominate Morrison, who, as 
Dave Linegar put it when opposing and yet per- 
force accepting the new Congressional Appor- 
tionment bill at the recent extra session of the 
Legisiature, “will drink beer with the Dutch 
and be retlected just the same.“ There is pleuty 
of time and reason for Mr. Linegar to change 
his mind. Tne Republican candidate whose 
name has been most prominently mentioned as 
the most available man is Gen. William C. Kueff- 
ner, of St. Clair, an able lawyer, a popular 
German, a stanch Republican, and an indefati- 
gable and tireless worker. The sentiment of the 
Republicans in the district, as far as it can be 
estimated, seems to ceutre around him as the 
coming man, although Charlie Thomas, of St. 
Ciair, W. F. Bradshaw, an able lawyer of Madi- 
son, and State Senator and ex-Auditor Tom 
Needles, of Washington, ail strong men, have 
also been mentioned as likely candidates. Sen- 
ator Needles is a hold-over Senator, however, 
and the party can ill afford to spare him from 
the Senate and assume the risk of electing a Re- 
publican suceessor. The convention will meet 
at Edst St. Louis July II, and from present indi- 
canons it would seem that Gen. Kueffner enjoys 
the best chance of being called upon. to make 
the race. 


Tunern is a serious quarrel between Presi- 
dent Potter, of Union College, at Schenectady, 
N. V., and the faculty of that institution; and 
the leading opponents of the President are 
deeply engaged in a well-organized attempt to 
oust him from his position. An officer of the 
Alumni Association, who has taken an active in-

Strict 
silence is observed as to what will be their de- 
fense. “It is the universal opinion in this city.“ 
says the New York Times,“ that Dr. Potter is 
not a man to be scared into defeat. He is a good 
fighter and a hard bitter, his friends say and his 
enemies admit, and people here look for a strug- 
gie in which no quarter will be asked and none 
given. He bas many warm personal champions, 
while he is backed by powerful family, church, 
and social influences. Taking it ali in all, the 
struggle now going on in Union College is one 
of weighty concern to the institution, and of 
deep interest to every one of her thousands of 
gruduates. 
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Tue Hovse on Monday suspended the 
rules and passed the joint resolution appro- 
priating $50,000 for a representation of the 
United States at the Fishery Exhibition to be 
held in London next May. One of the results 
of the Berlin fish show of 1880 was the sale of 
American preserved fish and fish products 
throughout Europe, and the adoption of Amer- 
ican boned codtish in seventeen German regi- 
ments. But the foreign trade in the latter com- 
modity is still only beginning, and Russia and 
Gemany will probably soon introduce it into 
their navies. The American fisheries in 1880 
brought $45,000,000 to those engaged in them, so 
that the total value, as sold at wholesale by the 
dealers, is reckoned at „000,000. The export 
trade that year was u y six millions, and 
doubtless now it is near ten millions. Prof. 
Baird says that new processes will make the 
fish resources ꝙ the United States worth $900,- 
000,000 a year fOr home and foreign tradeg The 
export commerce in oysters alone rose from 
$35,061 in 1875 to $2, in 1880. It is recog- 
nized in some purts of Europe that the Amer- 
ican salted codfish surpass all others: but the 
export of pickled fish in general is as yet 
scarcely begun. The canned salmon, clams, 
crabs, cod, oysters, lobsters, and shrimps of the 
Uyited States are fast finding their way to En- 
gland, France, and Germany, the exports of 
$154,785 in 1869 having increased to $1,902,100 in 
1881. But there is wo reason why they should 
not increase to $100,000,000. It is probable that 
the $50,000 to be laid out for a display at London 
will be a good investment.

Tun Senate on the 20th passed the bill, 
which was introduced in March by Senator Con- 
ger. tor the relief of Daniel T. Wells. Capt. 
Wells was appointed Second- Lieutenant and aft- 
erwards First-Lieutenant of the First Regiment 
of Michigan Cavairy by the Colonel of the regi- 
ment, who erroneously thought he had the ap- 
pointing power.

spects asvalid as if said Wells bad been duly 
commissioned and mustered into said grades at 
the times mentioned: but nu bay ment iu excess 
of the proper pny and #lidwances of said rrades 
shall be legalized by this act.”

Most of the lager-beer saloons and music- 
gardens in New York are now more or less con- 
trolled, as in Londou, by big brewers.

WAGE-WORKERS, 
THE STRIKE OF FREIGHT-HANDLERS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, June 22.—After the long suspen- 
sion traſhe is again beginning to move, in an ir- 
regular way to be sure, but showing that the 
transportation of the great rail routes is not en- 
tirely clogged. .Freight-houses that had been 
closed for well-nigh a week opened their doors 
today, and it looked very much as if treight 
would be received and disebarged at every pier 
on the river-front tomorrow morning. In fact, 
it was declared that not a house would be 
closed tomorrow. While it was admitted 
that the consiguments would not be 
handied with the dispatch which char- 
acterized the work when performed by 
regular hands, it was declared that the freight 
would be taken care of, if not in one way, then 
in another, but none would be sent back. There 
seemed to be a great dealof doubt as to the 
ability of the railroad companies and freight 
lines to 

HANDLE ALI. THE FREIGHT OFFERED, 
but there was no hesitaocy in believing that the 
doors of the closed freight-houses would be 
opened with a few mon. if needs be, but 
enough to make a show of business. The 
news of the strike and the demand 
for help has sent a great many 
idle bands to the piers, and they have found 
plenty todo. The blockade of the trade of New 
York has entailed loss not only on the railroads 
but on the shippers and consignors as weil, as 
freight has accumulated in vast quantities, and 
it will take some time to clear up the sheds that 
are piled fuli of goods, while shipments are 
waiting to follow those that ought t have gone 
long before this. The emphatic avowal of 
a number of heavy shippers and promi- 
nent business-men that the bandiers should 
be allowed the advance has not been without 
effect on the railroad companies. An officer of 
the Erie Railway intimated to a member of the 
great dry-coods houses that an increase would 
be granted on the ist of July. . 

THE SCENES ALONG THE RIVER-FRONT 
today were a repetition of those of the day be- 
fore. Several more doors, it was true, were 
opened, but they helped matters very little, as 
nothing like the amount of freight that was 
offered could be handled. The Erie Railway 
Pier, No. 8 East River, was opened at 1:30 
this afternoon. Forty Russian refugees were 
employed. Twenty-five Italians began work on 
the Penusylvania house at Pier No. 1, North 
Kiver, at 1 o'clock this morning. They made bad 
work of it, but succeeded in discharging much 
freight that came trom the West. At Pier No. 
2 where the Lebigb Valley Railroad is situated, 
the clerks were taking care of perishabie prop- 
erty and receiving no other kinds of freight. 
Twenty-five Polish Jews were working on the 
Pennsylvania Ratiroad’s piers, Nos. 4 and 5, dur- 
ing the afternoon. They did little except to un- 
load freight that came from the West. It was an- 
nounced that all the Peunsyvania’s houses would 
receive freight tomorrow. ltimore & Ohio

TOOK A GREAT DEAL OF FREIGHT 

to be shipped from Baltimore by rati. There 
were 100 men at work at the piers of the Central 
Railroad of New Jersey. Almost the ful! force 
was at work at the Pennsyivania Railroad Local- 
Freigut Pier No. 16, and there was only a slight 
interruption of business. The tying up of the 
trade of the city excited the diecontent of 
the business concerns. The railroad com- 
panies had announced that freight-rates 
would be almost doubled the latter 
part of the month, and in the face of this the 
commercial bouses were not pleased at the 
thought that they should be made to suffer be- 
cause the railroad companies did not pay the 
additional price demanded by the men. A spe- 
cial meeting of the Board Trade and Trans- 
portation has been called for tomorrow to de- 
cide what steps should be taken in regard to the 
strike. The large freight-shippers throughout 
the city are satisfied that the demands of tne 
strikers are not unreasonable when the increase 
in the cost of living is taken into considera tion, 
and as a rule they censure the rallroad compa- 
eee, tor the course which the latter had pur- 
sued. 

THE FEELING IN THE DRY-GOODS DISTRICT 
was that there was no excuse for the railroads 
making the business concerns suffer by shutting 
the doors of the freight-houses. Twenty cents 
an hour was little enough, considering: the fact 
that the men did not work al! the time. 

Wholesale grocerssaid things bad come to a 
pretty pass when a railroad company employing 
#00 handlers alone at its houses made 500 sbip- 
pers, whose trade depended on prompt 
trunsportauon, suffer to save three cents 
an hour on its men. By the 
strike orders that ought to come to New York 
bad gone to Boston, Philadelphia, and Baiti- 
more.

The Steamer Escambia Went Down 
Because Her Captain Did Not Kuow 
Danger When Me Saw it—Testimony 
of the Pilot. 

Saw Francisco, June 22.—The Consular court 
of inquiry on the case of the steamer Escambia 
convened in the British Copsuilar office this 
morning, consisting of Consul Booker, Capt. 
Roper, ef tho British steamer Anjerbead, and 
Capt. Joy, of the British steamer Canopus. 
Capt. Purvie, of the Escambia, testified that the 
vessel's speed slowed without orders from him. 
She fell off; seas boarded her in rapid 
succession, and she foundered in a few 
minutes. He knew no cause for the stopping of 
the engine. He considered the vessel in a per- 
fectly seaworthy condition. She was not over- 
loaded, the ballast-tanks were empty, about 
forty tons of coal were on deck, and the o- 
cers were sober. All behaved well until to- 
wards the last, when there was somewhat of a 
panic in getting out the boats. The rest of his 
testimony was in accordance with previous dis- 
patches.

The Outlook at Pittsburz.

There are only 
sixty-five men employed lu the mill, and they 
are at work today as usual. Two pudadlers were 
discnarged for making bed iron, which probably 
u vo rise to the report of a strike. In the manu- 
tacturers’ circles the pr‘ ncipal topic of conversa- 
tion is the late utteraaces of the strikers in 
reference to the esta! jishment of codperative 
milis. The general ovinion is that the sebeme 
will require more money than the strikers can 
command, and that it wil fall 
through. The amaizgamated officials de- 
cline to state the object of the finishing 
department meeting which is called for July 5, 
but they say positively that it is no evidence of 
weakening on the part of the strikers. An iron- 
worker who wan, qdestioned said that it was 
called for the purpose of considering a proposi- 
tion for some cbanges in the mode of representa- 
tion which will be presented at the next annual 
convention of the Amalgamated Association. 
Rumor is current today that the Superior Mill, 
operated by non-union men, will shut down as 
soon as some pressing contracts are finished. 
This will leave but two milis out of thirty-six in 
operation The impossibility of starting up 
with non- union men is generally admitted. 


The Irondale Mills. 

There is no change in the situation at Irondale.

ALBANY, N. Y., June 22.—Late this afternoon 
many Italian laborers on the West Shore Rail- 
road went on strike for more wages, led by 
Frank Cavana, an Italian boarding-house boss. 
The strikers engaged in a riot, locked nen- 
strikers up in their shanties, put guards over 
them, and attempted to throw an engine and 
twenty flat-cars down a forty-foot embankment. 
Cavana 1s said to be the leaderof banditti in 
his own country. He defied Sheriff Churchill 
and his posse, declaring he would fight the mili- 
tia. Gov. Cornell was applied to tonight to or- 
der military to the scene. He communicated 
with the Sherif, who replied that he could quell 
the disturbance.

CIRCUS MACHINES. 


Springs and Levers that Murl Men 
Headlong Through the Air. 
Philadelphia Telegravh. 

When the flymg trapeze act of the circuses 
begau to grow familiar to the public eye, great 
endeavors of skill and daring were made to eu- 
hance its seeming difficulty and danger. But 
human power and agility could go just so far, 
unaided, in defying the laws of gravitation, and 
no further. Then opened a new era, that of the 
utilization of mechenical appliances for the 
achievement of startiing gymnastic novelties. 
Singularly enough, nearly all the most famous 
and astonishing of these mechanical devices 
hu ve been the n veuuon of one man, an Ameri- 
can, named W. L. Hunt, himself in former years 
a famous trapeze performer. 

In 1864 Mr. Hunt, then, as yet, known profes- 
sionally as Signor G. A. Farini, was giving a 
season Of gymnagic entertainments in the Lon- 
don Alhambra, in which be was aided by a sien- 
der and pretty boy named Samuel Wasgatt, 
billed under the name of El Nino Farini.” In 
one of their performanees Farini was accus- 
tomed to lay his feet upon one trapeze and bis 
neck upon another, holding his body perfectly 
rigid between them, with the boy standing 
upon his belly, until, at a given signal, the 
boy made an upward leap, and, aided 
by a spring of arini's body, darted to 
a third trapeze twelve feet above. One day the 
happy thought occurred to Farini, “ Why not 
empivoy a springboard instead’of my body?” He 
tried it. It was au improvement. Then his in- 
ventive faculties were directed to the discovery 
of ways and means for the propulsion of per- 
formers to hights and distances wholly impossi- 
bie for flesh and biood alone. 

In Liverpool he made the model of his first 
machine for “jumping up” a eee to the 
hight of forty feet, and at arseilies built 
the machine itself and practiced “Ei Nino 
Farin in its use. in Marseilles, too, be dia 
someth else. He transformed Samuel 
Wasgatt into a charming young girl, who was 
advertised in Paris, where the thing was first 
brought out, as Lulu.“ The fact created u 
popular sensation, although its advent was in 
atime of intense public excitement over far 
more serious matters, the German army being 
just about to invest the city. In performing it, 
“Lulu” stood rigidly upon a footplate let into 
the stage, upon the same slope as the stage, and 
not distinguishable from the rest of the floor. 
Suddenly she was seen darting upward toward 
a spring-board, forty feet above the stage, 
where she touched only, and made a second sur- 
prising leap to a trapeze still further up, where 
she mude a performance. 

At the moment of the beginning of her 
flight there was a great crash, but no buman 
eye was quick enough to see what made it; 
there were, indeed, two crashes, but so close 
together that the ear recognized them only as 
one. Yet, in the imperceptible interval be- 
tween those crashes, an iron spindle support- 
ing the foot-plate, shot up five feet above the 
stage, giving the impulse for that frightful 
leap, and retreated again to its place. India- 
rubber springs were the motive power for both 
movements. One set of them, when liberated, 
fired the spindie upward, and at its extreme ele- 
vation it automatically freed another set, which 
jerked it back into place. On that frst machine, 
when it was set ready for the feat, there were 
120 rubber springs, each with a tension of forty- 
five pounds, a total of 5,400 nds. No wonder 
Lulu went up like a bullet from a gun. No 
wonder either that de —to use the mas- 
culine pronoun Lulu now claims—complained 
that it had a tendeucy to telescope a per- 
son.” Indeed, it dia telescope him after 
awhile, when he began to get heavier, to such 
an extent that be was very seriously injured, 
and haa to diminish the strerigth of the machine 
and shorten the leap by ten feet. An ingenious 
arrangement was introduced, in connection 
with this featin Paris, by which, at the moment 
of Lulu's flight, a net—previously held back by 
counter-weights—was iustantaneously spread by 
rubber springs, and in place beneath her before 
she reached the spring 

Signor Farini and his associates went out of 
Paris on the last train that left that city before 
the siege, taking along with them the “ jump- 
up” machine. Returning to London in the 
dull season, they went to work practicing Lulu 
in performing a triple somerset from a hori- 
zontal bar, sixty feet up from the floor, into a 
net. The doing ‘of the somersets was 
easy enough, but the landing of the net 
was not. There was no certainty about it, 
and Lulu's neck was endangered by every 
tumble into the net stretched in the usual way. 
To meet this difficulty, og. Farini invented a 
mode of stretching a net, by means of rubber 
springs at the corners, which gave it such elas- 
ticity that no matter from what hight the per- 
former came down ſuto it, or in what way, land- 

in it was like dropping into a feather-bed. 

n 1876 Signor Farini invented the cannon for 
firing a performer from its muzzle to a con- 
siderable distance, with much noise and smoke, 
but without any danger to the projectile. The 
first cannon was operated by India-rubber 
springs, but Farini’s patents have covered two 
other modes of. propulsion, one by spiral springs 
and the other actually by the force of gun- 
powder, which in the spring cannons is simply 
used to keep up appearances. When the 
performer Ss to be iiterall “ fired 
out.“ a heavy barrel in the reech of 
the sham cannon is loaded with about twice as 
much powder as would constitute a charge for a 
sbotgun, and the gases produced by its combus- 
tion ure set loose in an air-chamber at the base 
of a series of telescoped shells surrounding the 
person in the cannon. As the shelis extend 
towards the muzzie like the lengthen- 
ing of a telescope, and give a rapid im- 
petus to the performer. Near the muz- 
zie two openings are developed, through 
which pours the biack smoke from the explo- 
sion, without any danger of burning or biacken- 
ing the fired-out one, who is at that moment gy- 
rating through space. The cannon is so ar- 
ranged that springs can be used if desired, ana 
in that case the explosion of a smaller quantity 
of powder is required, merely to free the spring. 
Attempts bave been made to get up the can- 
non trick in this country, but it is fully pro- 
tected by patents, and the modes by which 
evasion has been sought have not been 
encouraging. In one case the performer was 
already darted out into the net when the ex- 
piosion took place—an entire “give away,” as 
showmen say; and in the other a rash per- 
former had bis legs driven up into him. 

Farini's young woman, whom he called Zazel. 
did the cannon act successfully two and balf 
years in the Royal Aquarium in London. The 
trick is not in the superior cannon, however. 
The performer must have nerve enough 
to remain perfectly rigid in try- 
ing second after v the word “Go.” 
And that perfect nerve is exceedingiy difficult 
to find, so much so that Signor Fariui bas never 
distoveted anybody but Lulu who could do suc- 
cessfully the Jump-up act. Others became lim 
somewhere at the prospect of the awful chuck 
before them just as they said Go, and when 
mtd Bb — up it Met 8 sorts of ways, like a 
ra rown up by ind lege.

CRITICISING THE QUEEN. 


Royal Ways That Are Unsatisiactory to 
Society. 
New York Stn. 

LONDON, June 6.—The Queen has once more 
given a proof of ber overweening tenderness for 
her Scotch dominions, and of that irrepressible 
sympathy which renders it utterly impossible 
for ber to disappoint even the lowest 
of her subjects beyond the border. A 
feeling of indignation bas been very evident 
when, in spite of respectful solicitations from 
high quarters, her Majesty insisted on holding 
the last drawing-room of the season on the very 
day, almost at the very hour, when the mortal 
remains of the Irish victims were receiving the 
funeral honors. When it was found impos- 
sible to move the Queen’s resoluuon, and to 
obtain a postponement of the state cere- 
mony, not only the numerous relatives, 


connections, and friends of Lord Frederick 
Cavendish and Mr. Burke protested by their 
absence, but few of the royal household or Min- 
_isters were in attendance, the day was one of 
general mourning throughout the land, and 
this ili-timed want of tact and courtesy bas 
hardly been redeemed from the charge of heart- 
lesness, when it was known that the all-im- 
portant reason for maintaining the day origi- 
nally fixed was that the Queen must start for 
Scotland to grace with her presence a servants’ 

ball. Unable to remain more than a few short 
moments at any ceremouy, unwilling to act 

the part of bostess at the fétes given in ber 
name, doing most of her social duties by proxy, 
disdaining and ignoring the receptions offered 

to her by the most loyal and bigh- born of her 
subjects, the Queen is ever ready to assist at a 
gillies’ gathering, to be sponsor to a gamekeep- 
er's chiid, or to remain for hours at a tenants’ 
dance, if the scene of these incidents is laid in 
Scotland. She, the most popular sovereign who 
ever ascended the throne, is _recklesiy imperii- 
ing her prestige asa monarch and as a woman 
by a want of thought and tact which exasperates 
the people, and often wounds them ino their 
national pride and honor. 

Claridge’s Hotel, however comfortabie, hardly 
appears to the nation at large a meet residence 
in which to return to foreign potentates the 
hospitality they extend to British Princes in 
their own palaces abroad. It is an insult to 
every precedent of courtesy that when a 
foreign Ambassador is summoned to pre- 
sent his credentials at Windsor he arrives un- 
prepared at the station, finds no royal car- 
riages to convey him to the castle, and has 
no choice between walking up to it in full uni- 
form and orders, taking a common cab, or avail- 
ing himself of a friendly offer, as in case of 
the Belgian Minister who was picked up by Dis- 
raeli and brought in bis carriage to his destina- 
tion. Sometimes the discourtesy is flavored 
by an admixture of meanness more repugnant 
still to the generosity of a large nation. It 
was always thought a silightiy inadequate 
return for the Oriental splendor of 
the Shah of Persia’s gift to the Queen that 
she should present bim iu return with ber own 

hotograph in a moroceo case. Priceless as the 
ntention was inits touching cordiality, still it 
did not represent much—indeed, not more than 
the pigskin purses, price Is 94, which the Prince 
of ales literally showered over India, while 
whole ships were laden with the costly. presents 
heaped on him by the Rajahs and Nabobs of that 
distant province. 

it is bardly pleasant to remember that when 
the Empress of Russia came to be present at the 
birth of the first child of the Grand Duchess of 
Edinburg, althougn she was exceptionaliy a 
guest at Buckingham Palace, and in spite of 
substantial acknowledgments to all the officials 
on the scale of munificence customary to the 
imperial court, the bill was handed in 
for all expenses incurred by herself and 
suite during ber four weeks’ stay. And it 
did not effectually correct the bad impression 
when her princely son-in-law thought it neces- 
sary to assure the Empress that she had not 
been overcharged. Surely, the buaget of the 
Queen can bear some ottlay, and it is not 
absolutely fncumbent on her to present to 
members of her own family, in foreign courts, 
ae copies of her book on the Highlands, with 

er name on the fly-leaf, and then give instruc- 
tions to her publisher to claim the full retail 
price of the book from the recipients of this 
affectionate remembrance. 


Cremation in Europe. 


Pall Mall Gazette. 

The cremation of Garibaldi, which is to be car- 
ried out in accordance with his last will and tes- 
tament, will tend to revive public interest in a 
controversy of which little has been beard for 
some time. At present the practice is not 
popular; for the most of usit is not even possi- 
ble. Evenat Milan the numberof cremations 
does not exceed 100 per annum. re of 
M. Georges Martin on the Proposition ot.“ 
submitted to the Municipal Council of Paris. 
contains the latest and most trustworthy infor- 
mation on the subject of cremation. M. Martin 
agrees with M. Cadet that cremation in a short 
time will be regarded as the only possible solu- 
tion of a problem which in great cities is ever 
increasing in urgency; but he contents himself 
with proposing that for the present cremation 
should be rendered optional. The crematory, 
however, is as yet but in an early stage 
of development. Under the stimulus of compe- 
tition it is probable a much nearer approach to 
perfection may be made than has yet been at- 
tained. The regenerative furnace of M. Sie- 
mens at Dresden only cost £250, and is one of 
the best yet invented. Combustion is effected 
by heated air, and the process is very rapid. 
The Brunetti crematory is complicated and slow. 
It takes four hours to consume a N d 
necessitates a consumpuon of a hundred-weigbt 
of wood, most ghastly of ali the apparatus 
of cremation is the Rüboru, which is devised for 
use on the field of battle. In this dreadful ma- 
chine as many as twelve bodies ‘can de burned 
at one time, the operation last from an bour 
to an hour and a half. A dozen Küborus work- 
ing day and night could dispose of 2.500 corpses 
in — ae hours. Thirty years ago it was 
pru to dispose of bodies by passing them 
into gas retorts, and since then many inventors 
have sought to use gas as the agent for reductug 
them to their elements. The apparatus of MM. 
Pollica and Clericetti, in which many cremations 
have taken place, is one of those in which gas is 
used, much on the principle of the ordinary gas- 
oven. The process is complete in an hour and a 
half, and the charge is 20 francs. Onan al th- 
er different principie is the crefmatory of Prof. 
Paolo Gorini, of Lodi. He professes to be able 
completely to destroy a human body in twenty 
minutes, at a cost of 8 francs, by immersing it in 
a chemical solution heated to a high tempera- 
ture. The composition of this solution he — 
a strict secret, but chromic acid is believed to be 
one of its chief ingredients, The best known 
crematory in Europe is that erected by M. Keller 
in the cemetary of Milan. In this * monumental 
crematory " two bodies can be consumed at a 
time without producing any odor. The process 
which is completed in an hour, can be watched 
through small glazed openings, aud at the close 
the survivors can carry home with them four or 
five litres ot fine ashes weighing about sixty 
ounces. The cost varies from 15 to 25 francs.

The Steamer Escambia Went Down 
Because Her Captain Did Not Kuow 
Danger When Me Saw it—Testimony 
of the Pilot. 

Saw Francisco, June 22.—The Consular court 
of inquiry on the case of the steamer Escambia 
convened in the British Copsular office this 
morning, consisting of Consul Booker, Capt. 
Roper, of the British steamer Anjerhead, and 
Capt. Joy, of the British steamer Canopus. 
Capt. Purvle, of the Escambia, testified that the 
vessel's speed slowed without orders trom him. 
She fell off; seas boarded her in rapid 
succession, and she foundered in a few 
minutes. He kuew no cause for tho stopping of 
the engine. He considered the vessel in a per- 
fectiy seaworthy condition. She was not over- 
loaded, the ballast-tanks were empty, about 
forty tons of coal were on deck, and the offi- 
cers were sober. All behaved well until to- 
wards the last, when there was somewhat of a 
panic.in getting out the boats. The rest of bis 
testimony was in accordance with previous dis- 
patches. 

Arthur McCracken, stevedure, who superin- 
tended the loading of the ship, considered ber 
properly loaded, according to the custom of the 


port. 

Capt. Bingham, a stevedore,jtestified to the 
game effect. 

Third-Engineer Walker had just gone of 
duty atthe time of the disaster. Up till that 
time the engine was working satisfactorily.

There was no de- 
erease of speed until the vessel was pretty well 
over. His attention was taken up otherwise, He

CAPITAL AND LABOR. 


The Outiook at Pittsburz. 
Bvecial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Prrrssurc, Pa., June 22.—There bas been 
some trouble for a day or two at fhe Superior 
Rail-Mili in Allegheny City, the strikers 
threatening and otherwise annoying the non- 
union workers, but nothing serious has come of 
it. This evening a rumor prevailed that a riot 
had broken out there, but investigation proved 
it to be unfounded. A small force of special 
police is ou duty at the mill, and is is thought no 
further trouble will occur. Dispatches were 
sent East last night stating that 700) men 
in the Scottdale Mill had quit work 
and joined the strikers. There is not 
a word of truth in the story. There are only 
sixty-five men employed in the mill, and they 
are at work today as usual. Two puddlers were 
discnarged for making bad iron, which probably 
gu vo rise to the report of a strike. In the manu- 
tucturers’ circles principal topic of conversa- 
tion is the late utterances of the strikers in 
reference to the establishment of codperative 
milis. The general opinion is that the sebeme 
will require more money than the strikers can 
command, and that it will fall 
through. The amaigamated officials de- 
cline to state the object of the finishing 
department meeting which is called for July 5, 
bat they say positively that it is no evidence of 
weakening on the part of the strikers. An iron- 
worker who was q@estioned said that it was 
called for the purpose of considering a proposi- 
tion for some changes in the mode of representa- 
tion which will be presented at the next annual 
convention of the Amaigamated Association. 
Rumor is current today that the Superior Mill, 
operated by non-union men, will shut down as 
s00n as some pressing contracts are finished. 
This will leave but two milis out of thirty-six ip 
operation The impossibility of starting up 
with non-union men is generally admitted. 


The Irondale Millis. 

There is no change in the situation at Irondale.

2% cents which they huve demanded, for there 
is no unity among the yard-ownets, and the 
conditions are not such as to allow of a fight. 
An attempt was made to bold a meeting of the 
bosses at the Builders’ Exchange yesterday aft- 
ernoon, but only three were present. Toose 
who are inclined fora fight are in a minority, 
and if the men will rest where they are thev can 
congr atulate themselves on having gained their 
point. 


italian Laborers at Albany Creating a 
Great Sensation, 

ALBANY, N. V., June 22.—Late this afternoon 
many Italian laborers on the West Shore Rail- 
road went on strike for more wages, led by 
Frank Cavana, an Italian boarding-house boss. 
The strikers engaged in a riot, locked nen- 
strikers up in their shanties, put guards over 
them, and attempted to throw an engine and 
twenty flat-cars down a forty-foot embankment. 
Cavana is said to be the leader of banditti in 
his own country. He defied Sheriff Churchill 
and his posse, declaring he would fight the mili- 
tia. Gov. Cornell was applied to tonight to or- 
der military to the scene. He communicated 
with the Sheriff, who replied that he could quell 
the disturbance. The Albany Aryus has a dis- 
patch from Cutskill stating that a company of 
militia will be at the scene of the disturbance 
early Friday.

CIRCUS MACHINES. 


Springs and Levers that Murl Men 


Headiong Through the Air. 
Philadelphia Telegravh. — 

When the flymg trapeze act of the circuses 
began to grow familiar to the public eye, great 
endeavors of skill and daring were made Ww en- 
hance its seeming difficulty and danger. But 
human power and agility could go just so far, 
unaided, in defying the laws of gravitation, and 
no further. Then opened a uew era, that of the 
utilization of mechanical appliances for the 
achievement of startiing gymnastic novelties. 
Singularly enough, nearly all the most famous 
and astonishing of these mechanical devices 
have been the n veuuon of one man, an Ameri- 
can, named W. L. Hunt, himself in former years 
a famous trapeze performer. 

In 1864 Mr. Hunt, then, as yet, known profes- 
sioually as Signor G. A. Farini, was giving a 
season of gymnagic entertainments in the Lon- 
don Alhambra, in which be was aided by a sien- 
der and pretty boy named Samuel Wasgatt, 
billed under the name of “ El Nino Farini.” In 
one of their performanees Farini was accus- 
tomed to lay his feet upon one trapeze and bis 
neck upon another, holding his body perfectly 
rigid between them, with the boy standing 
upon his belly, until, at a given signal, the 
boy made an upward leap, and, aided 
by a spring of arini's body, darted to 
a third trapeze twelve feetabove. One day the 
happy thought occurred to Farini, “ Why not 
em pivoy a springboard instead’of my body? He 
tried it. It was au improvement. Then his in- 
ventive faculties were directed to the discovery 
of ways and means for the propulsiou of per- 
formers to hights and distances wholly impossi- 
bie for flesh and biood alone. 

In Liverpool he made the model of his firat 
machine for “jumping up” a performer to the 
hight of forty feet, and at Marseilies built 
the machine itself and practiced EI Nino 
Farini”™ in its use. in Marseilles, too, be dia 
someth else. He transformed Samuel 
Wasgatt into a charming young girl, who was 
advertised in Paris, where the thing was first 
brought out, as Lulu.“ The fact created a 
popular sensation, although its advent was in 
a time of intense public excitement over far 
more serious matters, the German army being 
just about to invest the city. In perform it, 
* Lulu” stood rigidly upon a footplate let into 
the stage, upon the same slope as the stage, and 
not distinguishable from the rest of the oor. 
Suddenly she was seen darting upward toward 
a spring- board, — feet above the stage, 
where she touched only, and made a second sur- 
prising leap to a trapeze still further up, where 
she mude a performance. 

At the moment of the beginning of her 
flight there was a great crash, but no buman 
eye was quick enough to see what made it; 
there were, indeed, two crashes, but so close 
together that the ear recognized them only as 
one. Yet, in the imperceptible interval be- 
tween those crashes, an iron spindle support- 
ing the foot-plate, shot up five feet above the 
stage, giving the impulse for that frightful 
leap, and retreated again to its place. India- 
rubber springs were the motive power for both 
movements. One set of them, when liberated, 
fired the spindle upward, and at its extreme ele- 
vation it automatically freed another set, which 
jerked it back into place. On that first machine, 
when it was set ready for the feat, there were 
120 rubber springs, each with a tension of forty- 
five pounds, a total of 5,400 nds. No wonder 
Lulu went up like a bullet from a gun. No 
wonder either that de —to use the mas- 
culine pronoun Lulu now claims—complained 
that “it had a tendeucy to telescope a per- 
son.“ Indeed, it dia telescope him after 
awhile, when he began to get heavier, to such 
an extent that be was very seriously injured, 
and haa to diminish the strerigth of the machine 
and shorten the leap by ten feet. An ingenious 
arrangement was introduced, in connection 
with this featin Paris, by which, at the moment 
of Luiu’s flight, a net—previously held back by 
counter-weights—was iustantaneously spread by 
rubber springs, and in place beneath her before 
she reached the springboard. 

Signor Farini and his associates went out of 
Paris on the last train that left that city before 
the siege, taking along with them the 
up machine. Returning 
dull season, they went to work practicing Lulu 
in performing a triple somerset from a hori- 
zoutal bar, sixty feet up from the floor, into a 
net. The doing ‘of somersets was 
easy e but the landing of the net 
was not. There was no certainty about it, 
and Lulu's neck was endangered by every 
tumble into the net stretched in the usual way. 
To meet this difficuity, Sig. Farini invented a 
mode of stretching a net, by means of rubber 
springs at the corners, which gave it such elas- 
ticity that no matter from what hight the per- 
former came down toto it, or in what way, land- 

in it was like dropping into a feather-bed. 

n 1876 Signor Farini invented the cannon for 
firing a performer from its muzzle toa con- 
siderabie distance, with much noise and smoke, 
but without any danger to the projectile. The 
first cannon was operated by India-rubber 
springs, but Farini’s patents have covered two 
other modes of: propulsion, one by spiral springs 
and the other actually by the force of gun- 
powder, which in the spring cannons is simply 
used to keep up appearances. When the

a heavy barrel in the breech of 

the sham cannon is loaded with about twice as 
much powder as would constitute a charge for a 
sbotgun, and the uses produced by its combus- 
tion ure set loose in an air-chamber at the base 
of a series of telescoped shells surrounding the 
person in the cannon. As the shelis extend 
towards the muzzle like the ilengthen- 
ing of a telescope, and give a rapid im- 
petus to the performer. Near the muz- 
zie two openings are developed, through 
which pours the biack smoke from the explo- 
sion, without any danger of burning or biacken- 
ing the nred- out one, who is at that moment gy- 
rating through space. The cannon is 80 ar- 
ranged that springs can be used if desired, ana 
in that case the explosion of a smaller quantity 
of powder is required, mereiy to free the spring. 
Attempts bave been made to get up the can- 
non triek in this country, but it is fully pro- 
tected by patents, and the modes by which 
evasion has been sought have not been 
encouraging.

CRITICISING THE QUEEN. 


Royal Ways That Are Unsatisiactory to 
Society. 
New York Sin. 

LONDON, June 6.—The Queen has once more 
given a proof of ber overweening tenderness for 
her Scotch dominions, and of that irrepressible 
sympathy waich renders it utterly impossible 
tor ber to disappoint even the lowest 
of her subjects beyond the border. A

lesness, when it was known that the all-im- 
portant reason for maintaining the day origi- 
nally fixed was that the Queen must start for 
Scotiand to grace with her presence a servants’ 
ball. Unable to remain more than a few short 
moments at any ceremony, unwilling to act 
the part of hostess at the fétes given in ber 
name, doing most of ber social duties by proxy, 
disdaining and ignoring the receptions 
to her by the most loyal and high-born of her 
subjects, the Queen is ever ready to assist at a 
gillies’ gathering, to be sponsor to a gamekeep- 
er's chiid, or to remain for hours at a tenants’ 
dance, if the scene of these incidents is laid in 
Scotiand. She, the most ular sovereign who 
ever ascended the throne, is recklesiy imperii- 
ing her prestige as u monarch and as a woman 
by a want of thought and tact which exasperates 
the people, and often wounds them ia their 
national pride and honor. 

Claridge’s Hotel, however comfortabie, hardly 
appears to the nation at large a meet residence 
in which to return to foreign potentates the 
hospitality they extend to British Princes in 
their own palaces abroad. Itis an insult to 
every precedent of courtesy that when a 
foreign Ambassador is summoned to pre-

Cremation in Europe. 


Pall Mall Gazette. 

The cremation of Garibaldi, which is to be car- 
ried out in accordance with his last will and tes- 
tament, will tend to revive public interest in a 
controversy of which little has been heard for 
some time. At present ractice is not 
popular; for the most of usit is not even possi- 
ble. Evenat Milan the numberof cremations 
does not exceed 100 per annum. The re of 
M. Georges Martin on“ the Proposition Cadet.” 
submitted tothe Municipal Council of Paria, 
contains the latest and most trustworthy infor- 
mation on the subject of creniation. M. Martin 
agrees with M. Cadet that cremation in a short 
time will be regarded as the only possible solu- 
tion of a problem which in great cities is ever 
increasing in urgency; but he contents himself 
with proposing that for present creimnationp 
should be rendered optional. The crematory, 
however, is as yet but in an early stage 
of development. Under the stimulus of compe- 
tition 1t is probable a much nearer approach to 
perfection may be made than has yet been at- 
tained. The regenerative furnace of M. Sie- 
mens at Dresden only cost and is one of 
the best yet invented. Combustion is effected 
by heated air, and the process ig very rapid. 
The Brunetti crematory is complicated and slow. 
It takes four hours to consume a „ and 
necessi-ates a consumpuon ot a hundred-weigbt 
of wood. The most ghastly of ali the apparatus 
of cremation is the Kiiborn, which is devised for 
use on the field of battle. In this dreadful ma- 
chine as many as twelve bodies can be burned 
at one time, the operation last from an bour 
to an hour anda half. A dozen Küborus work- 
ing day and night could dispose of 2.500 corpses 
in twenty-four hours. Thirty years ago it was 
pru to dispose of bodies by passing them 
into gas retorts, and since then many inventors 
have — — to use gas as the agent for reducing 

their elements. The apparatus of MM. 
Poilica and Clericetti, in which many cremations 
have taken place, is one or those in which gas is 
used, much on the principle of the ordinary gas- 
oven. The process is complete in an hour and a 
half, and the charge is 20 francs. On an al *th- 
er different principie is the ory of Prof. 
Paolo Gorini, of Lodi. He professes to be able 
completely to destroy a human body in twenty 
minutes, at a cost of 8 francs, by immersing it in 
a chemicai solution heated to a high tempera- 
ture. The composition of this solutfon he keeps 
a strict secret, but chromic acid is believed to be 
one of its chief ingredients, The best known 
crematory in Europe is that erected by M. Keller 
in the cemetary of Milan. In this monumental 
eromatory two bodies can be consumed at a 
time without producing any odor. process 
Which is completed in an hour, can be watched 
threugh small glazed openings, aud at the close 
the survivors can carry home with them four or 
five litresof fine ashes weighing about sixty 
ounces.

Testing the Validity of the Bridge-Clos- 
ing Ordinance. 

The ense of the Escanaba & Lake Michigan 
Transportation Compaty vs. The City of Uhica- 
Ko, inveiving the legality of the bridge-cidsing 
ordinance, Was taken up by Judges Harlan and 
Biodgett yesterday afternoon. 

Homer Cook, representing the plaintiff, stated 
that the bill and evidetice showed that the Ch 
cago River was a navigable stream, the coni- 
merce on which was very large, and the mate 
traveled over by the plaintiff's vessel was 
crossed by twenty-three bridges, eighteen of 
which were operated by the city and five by 
the railroads. There was no trouble 
in passing those between the mouth 
of the river and Harrison street, 
but from there on, owing to the size of the piers 
on which the bridges rest, cotiplainant was 
obliged to employ tugs. Up to 184% there was no 
difficuity of this kind, the river then not being 
docked or bridged. in the fore part of 1881 the 
City Council passed an ordinance requiring all 
the bridges to be closed between 6 and 7 a. m. 
and 5:00 and 6:00 p. m., which had been rigid) 
enforced since July. This, Mr. Cook claimed, 
was a material obstruction to the navigation of 
the river, doing very great damage to vessel- 
owners. The morning hour was the one when 
more vessels arriyv than during the other 
twenty-three, and the evening hour was 
the one When most them wanted to 
depart. The damage did not consist alone in 
the simple loss of time, other delays followmg 
on account of Jams,in Which vessels Were fre- 
quently injured. And if a vessel got a charter 
at half-past 4, if unable to get to the warehouse 
by & she couldn't load that night. The deten- 
tion, too, unt dark made it unsafe to go down 
the river. The ten-minute ordinance bad been 
held to be valid by the Supreme Court of the 
United States. Lon minutes was long enough 
to keep the bridges open. Ciosing them one 
hour was as great a violadon of rights and 
as much of au obstruction as closing them for 
two hours or ten hours. The city claimed the 
right to full and absolute eentroi of the river 
for the reason that there had been no affirma- 


tive tezisiation by Congress. Mr. Cook read from 


a great many law-books to disprove this saying 
that there hud been as great a variety of F eral 
legislation bearing upon the navigation of the 
Chicago River as there bad been with reference 
to auy Other Watercourse In the United States. 
He did not claim that the city had no right to 
construct and maintain bridges over the 
that it had no right to 
for an hour absolutely. 
int was that the Chicago River, flowing 
into Lake Michigan and thus forming a part of 
the great water system emptying into the St. 
Lawrence River, and bemg a navigable stream, 
could not be waterially obstructed—that any 
material diminution of the water highway as 
provided by nature was a nuisance which the 
Court would abate. 

Mr. A. Ryerson, for the defendant, made an 
able argument on the law points and Mr. F. 8. 
Winston Jr. followed as to the fa The latter 
urged that navigable waters within the bounds 
of a State were, in the absence of express prohi- 
bidon by Congress, entirely in the control of the 
State, and the State might — — its power over 
such river. While the United States might regu- 
late commerce on the Chicago River, Llinois 
had concurreat jurisdiction, and the two juris- 
dictions did not conflict. All the acts complained 
of were authorized by the State. Aside from 
the delegation of the State's power to the city, 
the bridges were erected for a public purpose, 
produced a public beuefit, were in a reasonable 
situation, did not, when open, materially abridge 
the natural channel, and, therefore, were law- 
ful structures. It was apparent from the testi- 
mony and the nature of things that the closing 
of the bridges from 6 to7 a. m. was no material 
dumuge to the vessel interests. No passenger- 
boats left at such an early hour, and sailing 
vessels naturally aimed to clear in the evening. 
Practically the only delay was that suffered by 
the few boats arriving in the carly moruing. Ou 
the Other band this bour was the one when 
thousands crossed the bridges on their way to 
work. And the reasonableness and necessity of 
the evening closing hour was still more striking. 
Was it not iair and just that the vessel interest, 
insignificant ag it was in comparison, should be 
made to yield something to the vital interests of 
this great metropolis? ? 

Everything possible had been done to foster 
the vessel interest, and it had been the policy of 
the city at all times to interfere with this inter- 
est no more than the imperative necessities of 
the case demanded. There was atime in the 
early history of the town when its harbor facill- 
ties seemed vital to ite interests; and even now 
its connection with the lake system was a ma- 
terial factor in the city’s greatness. Seif inter- 
est alone nad, therefore, demanded that this 
interest should not be damaged, but sbould be 
cared for and protected. Hence, the channel of 
the river had been dredged, docked, and widened 
from year to year at enor.isous expense, In 
providing means for crossing, the little town 
at first was content with ferries; as it increased 
in size permanent bridges were demanded. 
These were built only as fast as they were 
imperatively and immediately required, and 
were designed to interfere with navigation as 
little as ible. In 1867 the city had increased 
its population to 200,000, and it was found neces- 
sary to pass A reciprocal “ten-minute” ordi- 
nance. en tunnels were built, but they af- 
forded no relief to the rapidly-increasing ay: 
Finally the metropolis of 600,000 inhabitants ab- 
solutely demanded some relief from the delays 
at the bridges. No reitet could be had save by 
closing the bridges during the time of the preat- 
est travel—from 6to8 a.m. and from 5to7 p. 
m. Still regarding the interests of navigation, 
this was cut down to one hour in the morning 
and one hour in the evening. Everything cise 
remained as it was when the city was one-third 
its present size. Chicago had no limit to its 
progress. Year by year tens of thousands 
were added to its population, and the 
next United States census would find bere a 
million of inhabitants. What was to be done 
with the river and its bridges was a problem 
puzzling the minds of the wisest. Whether, as 
had been advocated, the bridges should be per- 
manentiy closed, and freut brought to-and 
from vessels outside to the docks by means of 
lighters passing under bridges, as in many otb- 
er ports; whether a ship-canal be dug around 
the city and the bed of the river util for sew- 
ers or railroad tracks; whether the docks be 
placed on the lake front, and the outer barbor, 
provided by the United States Government, put 
to some practical use; the subject was great 
with interest and importance. One thing could 

be safely sald, judging from the past, the whole 
matter could ue uatey left 2 wisdom and 
of the local vernment.

His 
employer didn't take very good care of him, 
the room he occupied being small and dark, and 
the County Physiciar found stupp in bed very 
dirty, he not hay washed or shaved for over 
u month. His employer, called by the defense, 
testified that Stupp was injured a few weeks 
uno, and had not been able to work since. 
Before that he was not sick, but could eat 
as much as two men. He was willing 
to ftake care of him. A dozen wit- 
nesses swore that Stupp was certainly all right 
up to the time he was injured—struck by a man 
named Kueh—two or three months ago, they 
never knowing him to have tits. Most ot these 
people bad employed him at different times 
within five years, paying him or $6 a month 
and board—all he usked. Some of them said he 
was “kind of foolish,” but not crazy as they 
understood the word. Stupp stated that Kuch 
struck bim on the bead with a pitchfork and set 
his dog on bim, and the auimal bit him. After- 
wards de had a fit—never before. Once he 
thought the dog was after him, jumped out of 
bed, smashed the winduws in the house, and ran 
after the woman beenuse it came into his head 
to do 80. He bad sued Kueh for $5,000 damages. 
The jury found that Stupp was not insane. 


A Queer Suit Against the South Side 
Railroad. 4 

Walter J. Ballou, a lawyer, who recently came 
to the city, filed a bill for an injunction against 
the South side Railway Company in the Superior 
Court yesterday. The document sets forth that 
he is the owner of one share of the capital stock 
of the corporation, and, as such, is directly in- 
terested that its moneys should be applied for 
its welfare in conformity with the terms of its 
charter. For twenty years the company 
had operated its railroad by horse- 
power alone, and during all 
time “its 1 and instrumentalities were 
ample and of a nature adapted to the successful 
pursuit of the business of running a horse rail- 
road.

A Prospect of Some Interesting Polit- 
ical Revelations, 

Several months ago Deputy-Marshal Stillwell 
began a suit in the Superior Court against his 
former chief, ex-Marshal Hildrup, to recover a 
balance of $3,150 due for salary. The case was 
on the call, but an application was made by the 
defendant for a continuance on account of the 
absence of necessary witnesses. In his affidavit 
for continuance Hildrup sets out that 
Stilwell had been circulating re- 
ports that President Hayes would have 
appointed him, Stillwell, Marsbal here had it 
not been for the fact that he was a relative, and 
to do so would have violated bis civij-service 
reform rules. That Stiliwell further claimed 
Hildrup bad been appointed Marshal on,the un- 
derstand that ne (Stillweli) was to bea depu- 
ty, but at an increased salary. All this Hildrup 
claims was untrue, as be could not 1 give 
Stillwell more than a certain and fixed sum. 
This could be proved by ex-Presideut Hayes, but 
afiant had not been able to find him, but 
could do 80 if de had more time. 
Another necessary witness was Courtney L. 
Campbell, now in Wyoming Territory, who 
would testify that Stillwell Bad stated that his 
salary was 000, and that he was to receive 
fees in addition to dis regular stipend. On 
these representations Judge Smith continued 
the case to next Tuesday. 


A Sudden Rise in the Value of a Steam- 
Barge. 

A report of the Commissioners recently ap- 
pointed by Judge Blodgett in the Leland- 
Portch collision case was filed yeéster- 
day. The Elk Rapids Iron Com- 
pany, owners of the steam-barge 
Leland, filed a petition some time ago under the 
Limitation act to limit their liability for a colli- 
sion with the schooner Portch. The Leland was 
appraised at $7,600 and a decree entered by Judge 
Blodgett. It turned out afterward that the own- 
ers of the Portch bad no knowledge of these 
proceedings, and that the appraisal was made on 
a wrong basis, and the Judge thereupon prompt- 
ly set aside the decree and ordered a reference 
to Commissioner Proudfoot to x the value of 
the Leland. Tue latter's report was filed yester- 
day fixing her value at $16,500. Even this is not 
sufficient to cover the loss of the schooner. 


The Sherman Mouse Litigation, 

In the foreclosure case of the United States 
Mortgage Company against HI. W. Leman and 
others, an affidavit has been filed by A. W. Sau- 
some in support of the motion for a Receiver, 
which motion will probably be heard Monday. 
Sansome is the Secretary of the local committee 
of the Mortgage Company, and he states that 
Marsh first made default in payment of 
the interest on $400,000 mortgage on 
the Sherman estate Jan. 2, 187 and 
again defaulted on the interest due July 2, 
1876. le then assigned some of the 
leases on the property to the company to secure 
the unpaid interest, and the latter has since col- 
lected the routes and applied them on the mort- 
gage. Alter Taylor was appointed trustee of 
the property most of the leases were renewed, 
but Taylor collected the rents himself and paid 
them over. These leases did pot include that of 
the Sherman House, which was assigned to the 
company by Marsb, and when the lease was ro- 
newed was again assiened to the company by 
Taylor. Wheu Lewan became trustee he im- 
mediately assumed an attitude of antagonism 
to the company, declined to pay over the rents 
coliected, and demanded an accounting. 
When the account was furnished he professed 
not to understand it, though it was full and in- 
tellinible. Leman received $9,514.15 from Tay- 
lors representatives, and bas since collected 
$25,728.11 up to April 1, 18. He claims he has 
paid out £4038. 50 for insurance, $9,620.50 for 
taxes and assesements, 8% for repairs, and 
$5,174.15 for expenses, including $2,500 for attor- 
ney'’s tees. He gets $125 a montn for bis services, 
and pays an assistant $45 a mouth. Leman now 
claims he bas made a lease to J. Irving Pierce of 
the hotel for $45,000 a year, but the company 
denies this lease is legal, and claims that under 
its mortgage it is entitied to the possession of 
the mortgaged property, and to leuse the same 
and collect the rents.

SPRINGFIELD, III., June 22.—Judge Treat, of 
the United States District Court, today finally 
disposed of the case of Marsden O'Neil vs. The 
St. Louls National Stock-Yards Company, of 
East St. Louis, by overruling the plaintiff's mo- 
tion for a new trial.

At the next trial bere in i it was 
shown that these three witnesses were not pres- 
ent, as claimed, but that their testimony was 
manufactured. Other witnesses who bad 
not previousiy been mentioned in the 
case were introduced and testified to the 
mak of the contract, but the jury disagreed. 
At the last trial, in 1 2 new testi- 
mony was shown to be fraudulen ONeill pro- 
duced another witness, Richard Hamlin, by 
whom he proposed to prove the contract. Ham- 
lin testified t O'Neil had endeavored to hire 
him to testify for him, and he had pretended to 
consent for tae purpose of exposing him.

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A SALT; WATER GEYSER. 


An Artesian Well Near Cincinnati Is 
Now Throwing Out Water Strongly 
Imprecnated with Salt. 

Special Dispaten to The Chicago Tribune. 
CINCINNATI, O., June 22.—A salt-water geyser 

near St. Bernard, a few miles north of this city, 
attracted a throng of visitors today. The tlow is 
from an artesian well, which was sunk for man- 
ufacturing purposes. At the depth of 24 feet a 
vein was struck, but it was not strong enough 
to yield the desired supply. With difficulty the 
well was sunk two and a half feet deeper, when 
the pulsations became so strong that further 
work had to be given up. It was 
now discovered that a new vein bad been 
tapped, which was yielding water with 
a strong salty taste. Prof. Wayne was sum- 
moned and an analysis of the water made, which 
shows that it is of a temperature of 56 degrees, 
and is charged with a variety of substances, but 
particularly with salt. The flow is equal to 
about ninety galions a minute, and that amount 
ot water contains a bushel of salt. The pulsa- 
tions of the well are thirty to the minute. No 
such vein of water has ever before been found 
in this part of the country. The in- 
habitants for miles around visited 
the well today and carried home 
them quantities of salt for domestic uses. The 
owner of the well believes itcan be made very 
valuable. A large number of artesian wells 
have been sunk from time to time about Cincin- 
nati which yield sulpbur water. A salt well is 
something entirely new.

Commissioner Albert Fink has just issued the 
following circular giving directions in regard to 
billing live stock and settlement of evener 
charges: 

In order to carry out the provisions of the 
several live-stock agreements and to secure uni- 
formity in the reports of that trafficand in the 
payment of the authorized rebates thereon, 
the following directions are given: 

First—Joint agents will report all shipments of 
live stock upon the regular abstract forms as 
heretofore, but will use separate sheets for re- 
porting the shipments of each road that 
have been diverted from another road. These 
sheets will be headed, “ Transferred Stock.“ 
and must show from Wnich road each shipment 
was directed. This information is necessary to 
show the tonnage which each road would get if 
there were no diversions. 

Second—When stock is shipped contrary to the 
directions of the Joint Agent, he will make no- 
tadon to that effect in red ink against the entry 
on the abstract, stating also by which road the 
ym was directed.

Agent of the delivering road of all stock that is 
shipped against his directions, so that if by ac- 
cident or neglect the notation should be omitted 
from the way-bill the Delivering Agent will be 
notified when stock is shipped against the direc- 
tion of the Joint Agent. Forms for this pur- 
pose will be supplied by the Commissioner, to 
whom the Joint Agent will send an impression 
copy of each notice issued by bim. 

fth—The General M9 Agent or the Gen- 
eral Live-Stock Agent of the delivering roads 
will advise the Commissioner of the names of the 
Delivering Agents to whom the notices provided 
for in the preceding section are to be sent, if 
not to the General Freight Agent or to the Gen- 
eral Live-Stock Agent. 

Sixth—The General Freight Agent or General 
Live-Stock Agent, upon receiving from the 
Joint Agent, or through the way-bill, notice of 
stock being shipped against the directions of 
the Joint Agent, will make the settlement of the 
rebate thereon with the Commissioner, the 
voucher to be made out in his favor, and the 
money to be remitted to him, in accordance 
with the live-stock agreement. 

Seventh—The General Freight Agent of each 
road will please instruct all Billing Agents 
to car out the directions of the 
Joint gen in regard. to making 
proper not s upon the way-biil, 
as above specitied; and will also give notice to 
Billing Agents at the rebilling points to copy 
upou the new way-bili all such notations that are 
made upon the original way-bill, and also show 
on the new way-bill the points from and to 
which the original bill was made and its number.

Elevator Charges at Eastern Scaboard 
Cities. 

The managements of the trunk lines, says the 
Indianapolis Journal. apparently are overcom- 
ing the differential-rate troubles at seaboard 
terminals before the trunk-line advisory com- 
mission réport, by reducing elevator-storage 
charges, Western shippers will be much inter- 
ested in the outcome of this new complicanon. 
The rates in New Lor and Philadelphia for 
storage are now one cent a bushel lower than 
those in Baltimore. The reduction of a quarter 
ot a cent in Philadelphia was only made on Fri- 
day last, and then very suddenly, and greatly to 
the surprise of the other ports and even of the 
railroads having termini at Philade!phia, with 
the exception of the Pennsylvania Railroad, by 
whom the reduction was made. The differential- 
rates question is by this action decidedly com- 
plicated, and Baltimore, the merchants claim 
earnestly, is set back again in spite of its 
nearer proximity to the Western cities. The 
general opinion is that, sooner or later, storage 
Charges to Baltimore will be made uniform with 
those of the competing seaboard cities, for, they 
argue, the Pennsylvania having reduced to a 
quarter cent in Philadelphia cannot refuse to do 
the same at the Canton elevators. While at both 
places the elevators are owned by stock com- 
panies in which thore are individuais interested, 
the majority of stock and the deciding vote are 
with the railroad. If the Canton side comes 
down, the Locust Point elevators cannot afford 
to refuse to follow suit. The situation is a 
mixed and emburrassing one; for the Pennsy!l- 
vania Company guarantees a certain amount of 
business to the elevator company, at a certain 
protit, and alline earnings above this are at a 
sliding scale of divided profite—this on a basis 
ot one and a quarter cents. If they come down 
to a quurter cent, the old contract stiil standing 
fur a term of years, it would not be very proiit- 
able for the railroad.

Asingular superstition is prevalent in the 
board, which connects the decline of the last 
eleven months with the assasination of Presi- 
dent Garfield by Guiteau, and looks to the 3th 
inst., when Guiteau will be hanged, as a turning 
point of convalescence for the stock market. 
The logic of this is not brilliant, but as the hu-

without its infleeuce even on the hard- headed 
habitués of Wall street. 

Vanderbilt telegraphed a New York house en- 
thusiastic accounte of the condition and pros- 
pects of the Western crops, and David Dows, 
of New York, is quoted in the New York Trib- 
une as describing crop prospects in the West to 
de brilliant, and as expressing the opinion that 
the large increase in the acreage would more 
than make up any deficiency in the yield per 
acre in Lilinois. 

The bear interest in the market appears to be 
still large, and is still confident that labor trou- 
bles and a short corn crop will bring it out whole. 

Cammack talks 40 for Louisville & Nashville. 

Windsor Hotel gossip reports that President 
Baldwia,of the Louisville & Nashville Road, told 
a stockholder that the company had defaulted on 
none of its securities, and the usual quarterly 
dividend payable Aug. I would be declared at 
the usual time, and the report would show that 
the dividend has been fairly earned. 

A New York dispatch stated that the strike of 
freight handlers is quite serious, and has caused 
an almost entire suspension of shipments west. 
The bears are talking much about impending 
strike of locomotive engineers and tiremen. The 
Post of Wednesday evening contains reports of 
numerous interviews by their own reporters 
with members and officers of the Brotherhood, 
mainly on the Pennsylvania and Erie Roads. 
One and ali disclaimed all intentions of a strike. 

A Philadelphia dispatch says it is stated there 
that the German bankers of that city have 
offered the Northern Pacific Railroad syndicate 
$1,000,000 for the rights of the latter to subscribe 
to the remaining $20,000,000 of the Northern 
Pacific loan. 

It was rumored from Albany that the train 
hands on the New York Central have given 
notice that if their pay is not increased they will 
strike today, 

The Philadelphia North American of yesterday 
says the indications were that Mr. Gowen bas 
accepted an offer of $40,000,000 cash on consols 
at par, provided he can use that amount witb- 
out delay in the extinction of junior securities 
after paying all the floating debt and arrears of 
interest and sinking funds toward which there 
is still receivable nearly $7,000,000 on the de- 
ferred bond allotments, including London pay- 
ments due last Tuesday. “The obligations pay- 
able Friday amount to $1,020,000; those due July 
1 to $5,475,000. London is expected to furnish all 
the funds that will be needed to meet these pay- 
ments, and large remittances are reported to 
have already arrived for that purpose,

At pres- 
ent they have to trade without such a pointer, 
and may find themseives in the wrong after it is 
too late to recede without loss. 

A lot of 10,00 bu Kansas No.2 red winter 
wheat sold in this market yesterday for July de- 
livery at 81.136. 

It is charged that the Directors of the Board 
of Trade bave declined to publish the whole of 
the reportin the April wheat case. It seems 
they have resolved to suppress four lines only, 
those lines naming certain parties as fit subjects 
for discipline. The board and the public will 
get the whole of the testimony, and it will not 
require a fertile ſmagina uon to supply the rest. 

The boys in the wheat pit got up a musical 
concert yesterday for want of better occupa- 
tion. Some one suggested that they were giv- 
ing notes in payment of differences. 

The New York Produce Exchange Reporter says: 
There is no relative value between the wheat 
and flour markets, and, while the former is ad- 
vancing and is quite active, the latter has been 
extremely difficult to placeevenat a further 
concession. At the current prices for reaily 
goed Ohio and Indiana extras the loss to the 
miller is very severe indeed, It is simply an 
overproduction of the winter wheat grades to 
meet the wants of the trade.“ 

The London Spectator says: With light rail- 
ways in the Punjab, Northern India, the suppiy 
of good wheat for export might be raised to 
more than 80,000,000 bu at a price with whivh in 
a good year Americans cannot compete. The 
single difficulty with which the wheat-growers 
of Northern [India now have to contend is the 
slow and therefore expensive method of col- 
lecting by country carts and river boats. Grant 
even a slight improyement in internal transit 
and Engiand would be fed from British India— 
an enormous addition to the importance of the 
Suez Canal.“ 

McCormick, Adams & Co., of this city, give 
the following in addition to the notes of crop- 
outlook we published two or three days ago: 


In canvassing the-crop outlook in what we 
term the Northwest—viz.: Lowa, Nebraska, Wis- 
consin, Minnesota, and Dakota we find, as we 
anticipated early in the season, a very large re- 
duction in the acreage of the spring wheat crop 
—particularly in lowa, Wisconsin, and Soutbern 
Minnesota, or that portion of the territory which 
is rewarded as tributary to this market. The 
estimates of our correspondents indicate a de- 
crease of wheat acreage in this territory of 2 to 

25 per cent as Compared with last year, a small 
decrease in Nebraska, and a large increase in 
Nortbern Minnesota and Dakota. 

Some portions of Northern Lowa, Minnesota, 
and Wisconsin have suffered for want of rain 
and complain of the season having been cold and 
backward, but recent rains bave fallen in those 
localities, and in general we got very favorable 
reports as to the outlook for growing small 
grains in the Northwest. 

The acreage of corn and oats we find 
very generally and very largely increased 
over former ye in the Northwest, 
and reports are almost universally favor- 
able as to the outlook for a large yield 
of oats, but the corn crop is reported as very 
backward almost throughout, and the grass crop 
as having had a siow and light growth thus far. 

Nebraska, Southern lown, and portions of Da- 
kota have suffered from — continued rains, 
but with the exception of the backwardness of 
the corn and grass crops. we regard the agri- 
cultural outlook in the Northwest as very 
favorabie.

ALEXANDER IIL. 


The Princess Dolgorouky’s Book—A 
Suppressed state Paper—How the 
Ozar Went to War for the Sake of 
Humanity. 


From a Revirw the Vienna Frete Presse of Aller- 
men, II. Deta Inedits sur la Vie Intime et Se 


On the title-page of a book which has just ap- 
peared in Geneva “ Victor Laferte figures as 
tne author; and it may be that somebody of that 
name has assisted in the preparation of the 
book. But a glance is sufficient to show that the 
author is none other than the Princess Dol- 
gorouky-luriewsky. The minute accounts of 
the private life of the murdered Czar, of 
bis habits, his sentiments, the detalied de- 
scription of how he spent his last days, 
could have no other author than his widow. 
Moreover, the tone of the book frequently shows 
that it was a Woman who not only furnished the 
material, but also determined the shape it 
shou take. The “book contains a character 
sketch of Alexander II., written with enthusi- 
astic devotion. In the eyes of his second wife 
he was the best, the most noble of men; he pos- 
sessed the most refined mind; he was the wisest 
ruler of his age. His only fault was found in 
the lavishness with which he distributed the 
treasures of his heart. After reading this book, 
in which there occur passages breathing such 
tenderness that even the French language seems 
inadequate to express it, one would arrive at 
the conclusion that no man had ever lived so 
worthy of a woman's love as the late Emperor 
of Russia. any rate, Uke his grandfather, he 
understood bow to fascinate women. 

Great as is the sarrow of the Princess, she can- 
not quite hide a little feminine vanity. She 
takes care to inform the readerghat the love of 
the Czar for her was not less sincere and great 
than her own for him. She repeats more than 
once that it was only at her side that he found 
for the first time true happiness. She shows 
how in all matters, not only personal but also 
those relating to affairs of state, she enjoyed the 
fullest contidence of her husband. She has in 
her possession a large number of letters and 
drafts for state papers in the bandwriting of the 
Ozar, who consulted her in everything. She in- 
timates that she ie not averse to publishing 
these important documents. She makes it a 
point to prove that she was at ali times treated 
by every member of the imperial family as on 
an equal footing, and she endeavors to show 
that this, an unheard-of thing in the case of 
morganatic wives, was done not only at the ex- 
pressed wish of the Ozar, but also by reason of 
her own descent. Asa matter of fact, her fam- 
ily is of oider origin than that of the Romanotfs. 
It traces its descent to Rurik directly, and it is 
with regard to this fact that Alexander ia said to 
have exclaimed, I am proud to have married a 
Doigorouky.” 

“Contrary to the custom of sovereigns who 
have contracted morganatic marriages,”’ the 
book says the Czar always appeared in public 
at the side of bis wife when he walked out or 
gave official dinners to which the higher tunc- 
tionaries of the Empire were invited. Among 
the latter some exp their astonisnment 
that the Princess addressed her husband io the 
presence of strangers as ‘thou’: but they won- 
dered still more when they were told afterward 
that the Princess did this upon the express com- 
mand of the Emperor, who demanded that she 
should show herseif in every 8 save that 
of sovereiga, of equal birth with himeeif.” In 
compliance with these wishes all the Princes who 
arrived in St. Petersburg to be present at the 
burial ceremonies paid visits of condolence to 
the Princess. Not without a certain degree of 
wounded vanity the Princess remarks that the 
Prince of Wales and the German Crown-Prince 
were the only ones that failed to do so. 

There is much that is new and interesting iu 
the account which the Princess gives of the two 
days which preceded the aéssasination. On 
March 12, 1851, immediately after the Com- 
munion service, during which the Czar haa re- 
mained standing in church for more than two 
hours, Count Loris Melikoi? demanded an audi- 
ence and informed the Emperor of the arrest of 
Scheljabow. He told the Czar that Scheljabow 
had refused to make any confession, and had, 
moreover, openly boasted that within a short 
time anew attempt upon the life of the Czar 
would be made. Melikoff was evidently very 
much frightened by this threat,for he begged 
the Emperor in the presence of the Czarewitch 
not toattend tne 7 on the following day. 
Shortly afterward Alexander went to the din- 
ing-room, lean on the arm ofjthe Princess 
Doigorouki, who had no intimatior of the warn- 
ing brought by Melikxoff. Turning to ber, he 
said: “1 feel so happy; my happiness almost 
frightens me.” In course of the eventing be 
2 for some time with his 8-year-old son 

eorge. To the proposal of the Princess to 
gather a small circle around him, he replied: 
I would rather not see anybody today, but re- 
main in your company, where alone I find true 
. 1 and rest.“ 

the following morning, as the Princess as- 
sures the reader, the Czar delivered into the 
hands of Count Melikoff a document signed b 
him, in which new reforms were ordered. It 
was suppressed after his death. To the Princess 
the Emperor said: “I bave just signed a cer- 
tain paper which [ hope will make a good im- 
pression and demonstrate to Russia that [ grant 
everything that is possible.” Then, crossing 
himself, he continued: “Tomorrow the papers 
will publish the document. I have already giv- 
en orders to that effect.“ The nature of the re- 
forms contemplated is not mentioned by the 
Princess, and will ag never be known, 

As the Emperor took his leave the Princess 
besought him not to cross the Nevsky Prospect, 
but to drive along the Catharine Canal. Intent 
only upon the security of her husband, she 
counseled him to take the very road on which 
the assasins were awaiti their victim. Here- 
in, perbaps, is to be found a reason for the vehe- 
mence with which she accuses the suite of the 


Emperor of negligence and dereliction of duty. 
In her remarks there is a great deal that 
is true. It would have been the most 


natural thing after the explosion of the first 
bomb to clear the street and close it, and to 
poses the entire escort around tne Emperor. 
apt. Koch, who was responsible for the per- 
sonal safety of the Czar, heid Kyssakow, instead 
of turning him over to the soldiers and seeing 
for bimself that no suspicious-looking person 
lingered in the neighborhood. With a little cir- 
cumspecnon, the Princess says, Koch could not 
have failed to notice the man who, leaning 
against the railing of the canal, awaited with 
defiant look the Ne phere pe Ozar. Col. Dwor- 
schitzki had busied himseif around the broken 
sleigh, instead of keeping back the crowd, 
though the Cossack who drove the Emperor's 
sleigh drew his attention to the necessity of do- 
ing so. Weare not able to decide whether these 
accusations are well founded or not. One thing 
certainly seems incredible, that no one thought 
of ban — the torn limbsof the Emperor 
when struck by the second bomb. The Princess 
seems to be justifiedin saying that a common 
soldier wounded on the battle-Held never ro- 
ceived less care than did the Czar of Russia.

Princess takes care that the reader shouid 
not remain in any doubt about this passage. 
She directs her attention at this point upon the 
mphiet issued last year in Paris by the Grand- 
Juke Nicholas, the Unlucky Commander-in- 
Chief of the Kussian army in the war with 
Turkey. The autbor of the pamphlet, she says, 
had in that campaign committed the most enor- 
mous blunders, and was now trying to throw the 
D for his mistakes upon others: 
“Should similar erroneous statements be given 
to the world, then the glory of him that is no 
more would make it imperative for his widow to 
refute them by authentic proofs.” 

The second part of contains expres- 
sions of political opinions. One can see from 
what the Princess wrote or had writien at ber 
direction how weil informed she was, how ac- 
curately she observed and judged men and 
— Her remarks will probably have to be 
used by the future historian with a certain de- 
gree of caution, for she naturally is a strong 
partisan; but what she says of the foreign ana 
domestic policy of Russia in more recent times 
shows sufficiently bow completely she had suc- 
ceeded in gaining the conideuce of the late Czar. 

„Alexander's policy,” the Princess veutures to 
say. was not prompted by a love of conquest, 
but it was his desire to give back to Kussia be- 
fore his death its early possessions in their in- 
tegrity, and secure to it at the same time a pre- 
dominating place in the European concert as a 
Power of the first rank. This is indeed a valu- 
able statement, which puts in its true ligbt the 
Czar’s much-talked-of tove for peace. In the 
light of this statement One easily understands 
the declaration of war in I877. It is true that 
the Princess repeatedly quotes letters from the 
seat of war io which the Czar expresses his long- 
ing for a speedy peace. Thushe writes shortly 
before the outbreak Of hostilities: “Nobody 
knows what penees within me at the prospect of 
a war which | wished so much to avoid.” And 
after some beavy encounters he says: My 
beart bieeds at the losses which my troops have 
sustained; it costs me an effort to keep back my 
tears. But the Czar seems altogether unable 
to understand that peace could be secured 
through him alone. When on March 27, 
1877, the dispatch was received from 
Count Schuwalow announcing that the Porte, 
supported by England, refused to accede to his 
demands, Alexander broke out: “When it 
comes toa war the entire responsibility for it 
must be laid at the door of that (English) Gov- 
ernment.” He declared that the honor of Kussia 
was at stake, and that it was her duty to accept, 
as the Urst of Slav Powers, the challenge of 
Turkey. A few weeks later the Czar writes: 
Jos it to my brave army to spend my birth- 
day with it in Kischenew, before it enters the 
Neid in behalf of the holy cause which we are 
all willing to defend.“ We cannot refrain a bit- 
ter amusement when the Princess makes the 
statement that her husband had determined to 
wage war for bumanity alone; we think of the 

ictures ot Vereschagia, those térribie and true 
iiustrations of such a type of humanity. 

But we must take leave of this strange book, 
which in its second half is 1 more than a 
malicious political pamphlet. t shows what 
precious material is hid in the writing-desk uf 
the Princess Dolgorouky-luriewsky. She knows 
much more, in fact, than sbe is at present will- 
ing to disclose; but time, we dare say, will allow 
her at some future day to “inspire’’ once more 
the pen of M. Victor Laferte, and give to the 
world a work of purely political character.

ST. GOTHARD. 


Opening of the Great Tunnel After 
Nine Years and Three Months of Un- 
interrupted Work-A Journey of 
Twenty-five Hours and a Half Be- 
tween Lucerne and Turin Reduced to 
One of Eight Hours.

MILAN, May 22.—Italy, Germany, Switzerland, 
and we may say all Europe, have participated 
with thorough satisfaction in the ceremonies at- 
tendant on the opening of the St. Gothard Tun- 
nel; but, as is usually the case, the promoter, 
the initiator, of that great international work 
has been almost entirely forgotten in his birth- 
place, Milan, as in his beloved Lugano, where 
he spent the last twenty years of his life in 
study and poverty, dyimg there in 1869. Carlo 
Cattaneo, the greatest philosopher and polit- 
ical economist of modern Italy, the guide 
and inspirer of the five days of 
Milan in 1848, when the unarmed citizens defeat- 
ed and drove out from theif city the entire Aus- 
trian army under Kadetsky, as early as 1859 in- 
sisted on the tunnel through the St. Gothard, in 
the interests of Italy and Switzerland alike. We 
have even now before us bis letter to the Gen- 
oese, showing to them that. the new current of 
commerce coming from Suez, it behooved them 
to Prepare to take advantage thereof. After 
passing in review the various projects, the Spiu- 
gen and other passes, be continued: 

“St. Gothard is not/only a predestined rail- 
road; it is a mapof railroads which unite and 
open out for themselves a common centre; it is 
the military centre of Switzerland, the fortress 
of liberty. The safety of those Alps is our safe- 
ty; the pre-Alpine line from Brescia, from Ber- 
gamo, from Lecco acquires fresh and practical 
value from the union of the pliains of 
Erba with Como. The two cities of Como and of 
Lecco gain other advantages; the railroad from 
Varese must be extended to the Lake of Como, 
the railroad from the Lake of Garda be led up 
to Orta. All the industries of the higher valieys 
eounected, commerce will be doubled by the 
compietion of the Simpion and Mont Cenis Rail- 
roads. Fortunate Genoa, which in this beritage 
of nature has the lion's share, such is the free 
interval from Constanceto Basie, with almost 
the entire valley of the Fo and the Rhine, togeth- 
er with the long list of industrial eities— Zurich. 
me annheim, Frankfort, Coblentz, 
Cologne, Egberfeid, Amsterdam, Rotterdam, 
Liege, Brussels, Antwerp, Ostend. The natural 
port ot the Vailey of the Rhine on the Mediter- 
ranean is Genoa. Genoa and Hamburg will be 
the two ports on which the Swiss will think when 
they think of their own homes.“ 

Cattaneo then went on to show how the line of 
the St.Gothard offered to Genoa the shortest 
line of communication,surpassing in this respect, 
for the special commerce of Italy, the Lukman- 
ier, the Amplon, the Cenis, or the Brenner, aud, as 
regards toreign commerce, uniting Geaoa with 
the above-mentioned cities a? a much shorter 
line than they could be with Marseilles; how, in 
a word, as soon as the St. Gothard Kailroad 
shoutd be compieted Genoa could take into ber 
own hands tne commerce of the GermarnRhine 
with the East in the place of Marseilles. tits 
counsels, eagerly listened to by the Genoese, 
were enchusiasticaily accepted by the Swiss, but 
it was not until April, 1869, that a regular project 
was presented to the Swiss Federal Council, to 
the Italian Government, and to the Confedera- 
tion of Northern Germany for the perforation 
of the St. Gothard, 

The St. Gothard, until the present century, 
had deen one of the least frequented passes, 
although the main hospital of the monks of St. 
Gothard was founded in 1331. In 1816, bowever, 
a regular post between five Swiss cantons and 
Milan was established, yet up to 1820 the path 
wae only practicable for borses and pedestrians, 
and until lately the journey from Lucerne to 
Turin occupied twenty-five hours and a halt 
whereas the same journey henceforward will 
occupy but eight hours. The convention for the 
construction of this railroad Was signed by 
Italy and Switzerland in 1869, and in 1870 the 
North German Confederation adheted to the 
convention. Engineer Gelpke and the geome- 
trician, Koppe, were the chief designers. At 
first seven companies sent in their estimates— 
one Swiss, one Franoo-Swiss, one Italian, one 
German, two English, one American. Finally 
L. Favre, of Geneva, and the Italian Society 


of Public Works in Turin, headed by 
Grationi, the constructor of the tun- 
nel through Mont Cenis, were the only 


competitors, and to Favre the contract was as- 
signed, his offer being considered the most ad- 
vantageous. Meanwhile the administration of 
the St. Gothard railway had arranged for the 
commencement of the excavation of the grand 
tunnel, begun in June, Wiz. For the perfora- 
tion the waters of the Reuss were utilized on 
the northern slope, those of Val Tremola on 
the southern. In 1879 Favre, who directed all 
the works in person, died suddenly of apo- 
piexy in the tunnel, as be was explaining the 
operations to some foreign visitors; nor was he 
the only victim, 179 workmen having lost their 
lives by accidents or suffocation, while hun- 
dreds of others have contracted maladies which 
sooner or later will bring them to the grave. 
One special form of anaemia, caused, it is said, 
by the insect Anchylostomum duodenale, ha 
proved. and is proving most fatal; indeed, 
a special hospitai and convalescent home is 
being constructed for the survivors, The 
work, which was never interrupted, day or 
night, occupied nine years and three months— 
3,330 days in all. The first estimates of the 
sum total to be expended amounted to 227,000,- 
000 of francs, of which Italy agreed to pay 55,- 
000,000, while various municipalities and prov- 
inces made up another 15,000,000; Germany and 
Switzeriand contributed 63,000,000, the remainder 
of the sum being made up by shares. of which 
a vast number are held Italians, so that in 
fact Italy bas contributed far more than half of 
the sum total, the Province and City of Milan 
alone furnish 2,500,000. 

The gall of the St. Gotbard runs in a 
straight line from the village of Goscbenen to 
Albinengo, a village to the west of Airolo. The 
tunnel to be excavated aiong this line was 14,912 
metres long, 2,700 metres longer than the gallery

up to Airolo, the unfeigned deligut and the cor- 
dial welcome afforded by the inbabitants, and 
the joyous cries of “ Viva H Italla!“ from the 
chiidrea of the communal schools, formed a 
pleasing Contrast with the cold reception which 
all remarked on the Italian side. From Lugano 
to Bellinzona there are eight galleries, the long 
est of which, that of the Ceneri, is two kilometres 
in length, and we shot through in three minutes 
aud a half. From Bellinzoua to Airolo there 
were thirteen other galleries; finally, afew yards 
beyond the station of Airolo, you enter the tun- 
nel, and whatever may have been one's former 
experience, 1 doubt if sny of the persons 
whirled through those lj, wetres—darkuess 
above, below, around, the air hot and damp—ar- 
rived at the other end after twenty minutes’ 
flight without a feeling of intense satisfaction 
that they were through, and well through, with- 
out the siightest accident. Perhaps the pre- 
dominant feeling of suffocation was owing to 
the weather; certainly, as far as comfort goes, 
the old days of coaching and diligences have 
left enviable memories. Between Goschenen 
and Brunnen there are twenty-seven other gal- 
leries. Often the railroad ruus level with the 
post- road. and you see the old vehicles rumbling 
along as though the tunnel were nothing to 
them. The view of the roaring, seething Reuss 
and of the Lake of the Four Cantons was, de- 
spite the gloom of the day, magniticent. The 
courtesy of the officials along the Gotthardbahn 
was especially remarked by the Italians, as 
forming a noteworthy contrast-with their own 
rude, domineering railway officials, and it was 
hoped by more than one that their superior, 
Baccarini, bimself by no means noted for courte- 
sy. would take and teach a lesson to his sub- 
aiterns. 

I pass over the speeches, which have probably 
done service on every similar occasion. The 
speakers, like the press, omitted any mention of 
Cattaneo, which incensed oot a tew of bis disci- 
ples present. At Lucerne 
equalcd, if it did not surpa that of Lugano, 
All the guests—the Italians On one steamer, the 
Germans on another—crossed lake up to 
Brunnen. where aftera short journey on 
ordinary rallway, special trai consisting of 
two carriages each, took us up 1,800 metres to 
the summit of the Rigi, whose mountain sides 
are literally furrowed with rails and sown with 
villas. The octogenerian Tecchio, one the oldest 
Italian Liberals, now President of the Senate 
was the first to arrive, and was loudly appiauded 
by his countrymen. A breakfast was epee 
for 500 persons at the grand hotel Haas ulm, 
whence the view is beautiful beyond words— 
here snow-mantied winter, there spring meiging 
into summer. At Lucerne, on our return, there 
was considerable confusion. The German Min- 
isters, Bittern, Von Boetticher, and Hatzfeldt, 
were lost in the common herd, but took it most 
good-tew perediy, and toe dinner at the Schweiz- 
erhof, a fine hotel on the lake, passed off pieas- 
antly enough until Baccarini tired out the gpests 
witha long and pompous speech. That of the 
Syndic of Milan was, on the contrary, short and 
sweet; he made a pleasant referenceto the 
numbers of Swiss resident in Milan, to their in- 
dustry and law-abidingness, which are, in fact, 
noteworthy, and trusted that the colossal work 
brought to such a successful termination would 
augment and cement the friendship between the 
two countries. Of this there can be little doubt, 
provided no political annexation schemes be 
again set on foot by Italian statesmen. Well 
do we remember, when it was proposed to an- 
nex the Italian Tessin to Piedmont, how Cat- 
taneo, with incisive phrase, made auswer: 
“ Why kill a nightingale to add an ounce of fat 
toa goose?” Theabsence of Frenchmen from 
among the guests was remarkable, but Ameri- 
cans and Englishmen were largely represented, 
all expressing their satisfaction at the success- 
ful termination of the enterprise and the cordial 
harmony that prevailed throughout the inaugu- 
ral festival. 

It remains now to be seen whether Genoa will 
bave sufficient skill and enterprise to profit by 
this enormous boon. It will not suffice that she 
is the nearest port to the great commercial 
cities of Germany and Switzerland. She must 
render her port and harbor safe and commodi- 
ous as is Marseilies, her ship dues as iow, her 
porters less insolent and exorbitant in their 
charges, or else the great French seaport will 
continue to outrival ber as heretofore.

Dr. Schicimann at Hlssarlik. 
Lonabn Temes. 

Dr. Schifemann is carrying on new excavations 
at Hissariik with the assistance of two eminent 
German architects. No fewer than 50 workmen 
are daily employed in laying bare the founda- 
tion of the ancient cities. Two perfectiy die- 
tinct cities have recently been discove in the 
burnt stratum, the lower one resting on the 
larwe walls which have hitherto by mistake been 
attributed to the second city. Hissarlik now 
turns out to have been the Acropolis of this 
lower burnt city, this being proved by the wails 
and tue pottery, as well as by two vast brick 
buildi ene of them forty-three feet broad 
by 100 feet long, the other twenty-three feet 
broad by less than 100 feet long. These buildings 
seem to have been temples, a separate gateway, 
flanked by enormous towers, leading up to them. 
There are besides three or four large ildings, 
apparently dweilling- houses., but no smalier 
buildings. The city walls now stand out very 
imposing. They stand on a substructure of 
arte blocks thirty-three feet high, afterward 
superseded by great brick walls. lithe treas- 
ures found by Ur. Schliemann are now ascribed 
to the first burnt city. Dr. Schiiemann bas 
found in the temples copper nails of very pecul- 
iar shape, weighing from 1,000 to 1,190 grammes. 
The second burnt city, being the third city from 
the rock, and hitherto identijed with the 
Homeric Troy. turns out to have but very 
small houses and no lower towu at all. Dr. 
Schliemann will continue bis excavations till 
the beginning of August, and is unabie to pre- 
sent bimseif at Oxford, where he was to have 
received an honorary degree at the forthcoming 
commemoration.

REPAIRING BUILDINGS. 


Complaints About a Partially Destroyed 
Snellon North May Street. 

The large frame building No. 128 North May 
street, which was partially burned last April, 
is undergoing repairs. Complaints have been 
made by the neighbors that the damages ex- 
ceeded 50 per cent, and the restoration of the 
building was consequentiy in violation of the 
fire ordinance. The carpenters began the re- 
pairs Monday, and were stopped, but yester- 
day they went to work again, the city au- 
thorities baving inspected the structure 
and given the owner a permit to repairit. The 
building was badiy burned and charred, and it 
has been found necessary to put in a pew second 
floor, including rafters; the roof will require 
reshingling, and the sides have been patched 
considerably and lined on the interior with 
boards a part of the way round. Several new 
windows bave been putin. The carpenter esti- 
mates that the damage was about one-third, but 
appearances indicate that it was rather in ex- 
cess of that figure. He thinks the repairs will 

$400, and that it would take 

to erect such a buiid- 

. The shell has been used as a cabinet 

sbop and isto be used as a furniture factory. 

It isleoked upon as a nuisance by some of the 

neighbors, who say carpenters living near con- 

demned it. The building rents for about $40, 

which is the principal income of the owner, a 
lady livine on the West Side. 

Un making inquiries at the Building Depart- 
ment concerum the premises above described, 
the reporter learned that a board of arbitra- 
tion, consisting of Messrs. G. B. Davis, F. E. 
Byders, and M. Doherty, bad made a survey of 
the building. The majority reported that the 
damages were less than 50 per cent, where- 
upon a permit was grau to re- 
build: but it appears that pending the 
decision one of the Building Inspectors wrote a 
letter to an interested party stating that a dif- 
ferent conclusion had been reacned, which was 
written without a knowledge of the facts, and 
which has led tothe confusion and misunder- 
standing. The Fire Marshal agrees with the 
arbitrators in their conclusions, and the worst 
that can be said about the matter is that the lu- 
spector made a mistake in anticipating the re- 
port. 


STILL A MYSTERY. 


The Suicide of Minnie Schaar Wednes- 
day Afternoon. ; 

The very peculiar circumstances surrounding 
the death of the: young German woman Minnie 
Schaar, who died from the effects of a dose of 
poison Wednesday evening, appear just as pecu- 
liar and mysterious now as they did at the start. 
The police have not made any new discoveries 
in the case, and the Coroner’s jury also failed to 
unravel the mystery. They found in their ver- 
dict that the woman bad died from the effects of 
a dose of morphine taken with suicidal intent 
while in a fit of despondency. Nothing 
more has been beard of the Ger- 
man individual who figures in the 
case, except that he visited Mrs. Howard's house 
at 248 West Lake street Wednesday and/asked 
for Minnie. When told that she was dead he did 
not wait for particulars, but hurriedlyAook bis 
departure. It is generally believed that the 
woman deserted her husband in the oid coun- 
ptf and that she was leading an irregular life 
with the strange German who rented a room for 
her at Mrs. Howara’s. To the Coroner's jury 
Mrs. Howard testifiea yesterday that she had 
never learned the name of the man. When he 
rented room from her for Minnie, he stated 
that the latter was a poor girl without dome or 
frends, and that she was just recovering from 
a long ilimess. He dressed and acted like a 
gentieman. He visited the young woman only 
three times during ber stay at Mrs. Howard's.

Annual Mecting of the National Chris- 
tian Association. 
‘The annual meeting of the National Christian 
Association, an organization opposed to Masonry 
and other secret societies, was beld yesterday at 
No, 221 West Madison street. Mr. Philo Carpen- 
ter acied as Chairman pro tem., and the meeting 
was opened with prayer by the Kev. Jonathan 
Bianchard, of Wheaton. There were about 
twenty delegates present during the day. Six 
new members were elected: The Rev. W. L. 
Ferris, Thomas H. Gault, Rufus Stratton, and A. 
G. Laird, of Chicago; J. B. Crall, of Berrien Cen- 


tre, Mich.; and George M. Elliott, of Selma, Ala. 


The paper recommending the admission of 
women to membersbip, which was laid on the 
table last year, was taken up and discussed. It 
was voted to let the women in, and a committee 
composed of M. R. Britten of Wisconsin, E. B. 
Thompson of Wheaton, III., and the Kev. D. Me- 
Full of Boston was appointed to report on the 
names presented at the last annual meeting. 
This committee reported in favor of the admis- 
sion of twelve female applicants, and they were 
accordingly accorded mem bersbip. 

The Secretary presented his report, showing 
the progress of the association. The Treasurer, 
William I. Phillips, submitted his report. It 
showed resources in casu notes, loans.real estate, 
otc., of $65,298 and liabilitics amounting to $56,602, 
This left a “net cain” of $5,000.90, from which 
$1,622.30 had been drawn out, and the “net 
capital” of the association on June 1, 182, was 
therefore $7,073.60. The report was referred to 
a committee composed of M. R. Hritten, of Wis- 
consin; 8. B. Allen, of Westueld. III.; and 
Thomas H. Gault, of Chicago: which committee 
during the afternoon reported favorably on the 
statement. 

Messrs. Ezra A. Cook, John Dorcas, and the 
Rev. D. McFall were appointed a committee to 
nominate officers for the ensuing year.

JAIL-BREAKERS. 


A Neat Job Accomplished by Two Pris- 
oners in the Jalil at Ottawa, II. 
Speciat Dispatch ta The Chicage Tribune. 

OrTrawa, lll, June 22.—It is only a few months 
since the new County Jail of La Salle County 
was completed, and was pronounced one of the 
best jails in the State and absolutely beyond the 
power of the most expert criminal to escape 
therefrom. However, at about 3 o'clock this 
morning a boy confined in the basement of the 
jail begun to make a noise by rattling a tincup 
across the iron bars in the window, and Sberitk 
Clarke, who resides in the jail -building, imme- 
diately arose and was informed that 
four prisoners had just escaped from 
the jail. An investigation proved 
the fact to be that two persons known here by 
the names of Garrity and McGowan, who were 
recently tried for safe-biowing, convicted, and 
sentenced to four years in the penitentiary. but 
who bave been lodging in jail awaiting proceed- 
ings in the Supreme Court on a supersedeas, bad 
escaped. During their confinement they proved 
themselves to be two of the slickest thugs ever 
met in this county, and more than ordipary care 
was exercised in watching them, they not being 
allowed to remain together at night and 
their ceils frequently changed. Last night, 
however, they were placed iu cells 
adjoining each other and another prisoner put 
in each cell with them, and the work they dia to 
make good their escape was executed in the 
most skillful manner. ey sawed through the 
iron partiuon which separated them, and then 
through another iron partition into the main air 
chamber, breaking through a ventilator into 
one of the bails, and then going up to the third 
floor, taking with them the ropes with which 
their beds were tied up, and, removing a section 
of brick from the outer wall and fastening their 
ropes to the iron bars in the window, they 
escaped. Under no possible contingency can 
the blame for this unparalleled case of jail- 
breaking be attached to the very efficient Sher- 
iff. Mr. Clark. He has made it his business to 
make a daily inspection of the jail, and was 
thrown off bis guard by the prisoners while en- 
gaged in their preparations to escape by loud 
singing, as if at work, witha picture or some- 
thing else pasted upod the wall where they were 
sawing through. The surrounding country is 
being searched, but no hope of overtaking them 
is entertained, on account of their skill and 
long experience.

An Englishman’s Notes on English 
Topics.

possible, and went himself down to Epsom, after 
the races were well over be it understood, to 
pass bis holidays with Lord Rosebery at The 
Durdans, a charming place bought by Lord 
Rosebery on the sale of the lands ot the de- 
ceased Squire Heatheote of joyous memory. 
Mr. Heathcote was distinctly a character of the 
good old-fashioned, fox-hunting, saltbox-pock- 
ets type. When his deep crimson jacket was 
“up” on one of his hign-mettied racers, one 
could hear him yelling Go along, old Bees- 
wing!"’ or whatever other name his quadruped 
was known by. TheSquire,” as he was always 
calied, was a heavy better, and would win or 
lose several thousands over a quiet meeting at 
Newmarket. He had a:ude kind of mother 
wit, of a superior ‘Tony Lumpkinish kind, and 
many were the droli encounters between bim 
and Mr. Giubelei, another humorist of bis day, 
also a clever musician and husband of Lady 
Sophia Giubeldi, mother by her first marriage 
of “Mad Windham.” The Durdans is now 
Lord Kosebery’s, and the clever young Peer en- 
tertains a large party during the spring and 


| summer meetings. Racing is quite out of Mr. 


Gladstone's way; in fact, it would not be too 
much to say that bis dislike for the landholding 
class as a body and their loathing for him 
arise from dis having no sympathy whatever 
for the pursuits of English gentlemen. 
Mr. Gladstone is unquestionably a man of 
genius, earnestness, and of purpose; 
but he does not worship “King Fox,” and bis 
views concerning the preservation of game for 
the purposes of amusement are very buurgeois. 
He does not even go sailmon-fishing like Mr. 
Bright, but is entirely absorbed in politics, 
books, speeches, and party maneuvres—”™ bis 
tricks,“ as Lord Beaconstieid used to cali them. 
To a country which arranges its sittings of 
Parliament so as not to interfere with the sea- 
son for shootiug and fox-buanting, this blindness 
to all out-door amusement except wood-cutting 
seems unnatural. 

It must be confessed that the English fashion 
of stopping iv Londou through all the fine 
weather apbears very droll to foreigners. They 
think the Britons are mad; and never reflect 
that Eoglishmen are essentially a sporting peo- 
die. Birmingham itself is sporting, so far as 
the upper and lower classes of people are con- 
cerned. It is only the middle class, the 
bourgeoisie, who care nothing for the sports 
of the field. The “Squire” is essentially 
a fox-hunter and game-preserver, and probably 
either owns or rents a grouse-moor or deér-for- 
est in Scotiand, in addition to his own pheasant 
and partridge-shooting in Norfolk or Wiltsbire. 
He hunts 8 and perhaps also goes 
saimon-fishing to Norway and Canada. The 
English peasant, too, far from objecting to the 
preservation of game, delights in it, for be is a 
skiliful poacker, at leust in East Anglia, 
and the soutberu counties of the Kine 
dom. The manutacturing people of the North 
are also sportsmen in their way with their 
bare and rabbit-coursing, their foot and horse- 
racing, and when they get a chance, prize-fight- 
ing. It is, therefore, ngither the Squire nor the 
Squire’s iaborers who object to tue sport, but the 
dissenting corn-chandier or baker who teaches 
in the Sunday-scboul and is an utter Gladston- 
ite. Hitherto the farmers have voted iu the 
main for the county gentry, their landiords, 
with whom they are on terms. What 
is curious, also, is that self-made men 
and the sons of self-made men are 
strongly conservative in feeling, buy land, set- 
tie it on their eldest sons, with remainder to 
their eldest sons, for there is no longer eptail 
now possible, and in every way striveto become 


country gentiemen duly recognized by the great 
ones of the country. . 


The sudden retreat of the Queen from Lon- 
don to Scotland the other day bas occasioned 
much sarcastic comment. Her Majesty, who 
thinks it a great undertaking to go through 
with a State cali or a drawing-room, 
has been giving a big bail to a pack 
of Scotch servants and petty ten- 
ants on the Balmoral and Abergeidie 
estates. Eoglish youngladyom is greatiy of- 
fended; but the fact is that the Queen has a will 
and a way of herown. Soe chooses to consider 
herself a business-like sovereign, and pertorms 
ber serious duties with great exactness; but 
avuids all pomp and parade except when one of 
her children is going to be married, when she 
takes the keenest interest in every detail of the 
ceremonial. Concefning representative duties 
generally her Majesty is very indifferent, and 
thus while she exasperates courtier she pleases 
those of a severely republicaa turn of mind. 

The death of Lady Ward, the mother of Eari 
Dudley, puts the Dudley house in mourning, and 
prevents Mrs. Gerard ich's ball. It does not 
matter much to poor Lord Dudley, who with 
enormous wealth, never less than £300,000 a 
year, the most beautiful of the Monocrieffes for 
a wife, and a family of six sons and a daughter, 
is past ali enjoyment, baving become quite im- 
becile since bis last attack of par- 
alysis. La Dudley, whose attention to 
ber hbhusban is incessant and wunwea- 
ried, takes him out driving every day, and neg- 
lects nothing likely to conduce to his recovery, 
but it is feared that he is — hope. Before he 
was raised to the Earidom he was known as 
‘Lord Ward, anda gambling adventure of his 
in early life is supposed to have suggested to 
Disraeli the incident in The Young Duke.“

ARISTOCRATIC SCANDAL. 


The Shrewsbury-Muandy Case. 
New York World. 

England has anew premier Countess who is 
not likely to be received at Court by the Queen 
with open arms. Charles Henry John Chetwynd- 
Talbot, twentieth Earl of Shrewsbury in the 
peerage of England, Eari of Waterford in the 
peerage of Ireland. Earl Talbot, Viscount In- 
gestre, and Baron Taibot of Hensol in the peer- 
age of Great Britain, Premier Earl of Engiand, 
and Hereditary Great Seneschal of Ireland, a 
youth just turned of 21, was yesterday married 
tothe divorced wife of Mr. Miller-Mundy, of 
Derbyshire. Lord Shrewsbury, who was born 
Nov. 8, 1860, is the son of the nineteenth Eari, 
aman of ability, conspicuous in his youth, as 
Lord Ingestre, for his sympathy with all re- 
tormatory and humanitarian movements. His 
mother was the daughter of a naval officer whose 
widow afterwards married the lata Earl of Ex- 
linton. He succeeded his father‘as twentieth 
Earl ot Shrewsbury and fifth Earl of Talbot on 
the lithof May, 1877. The lady whom he has 
now married is four years his senior, having 
been born in 1856. Sne was by hirth a Miss 
Morewood, the daughter of Charles Rowland 
Palmer- Morewood, of Alfreton Hall, Derby- 
shire, a country gentleman of old family and 
good fortune, by his marriage with Georgiana, 
daugbter of the seventh Lord Byron, the poet's 
nephew and 2 — Her brother is the head 
of the family of Palmer to which Lord Selborne 
belongs, the name of Morewood having been 
assumed with the Morewood estates.
